DEAR MEXICAN: As 
with many Ameri¬ 
cans, I've heard 
about the "Fast and 
Furious" scandal in 
which our own Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco, Fire¬ 
arms and Explosives (ATF) was shown to 
be guilty of supplying guns that ended up 
in the hands of the drug cartels. Now, if 
I say any more, I might be talking about 
facts I don't know, and I would probably 
only be spouting off what I heard on the 
news. I also recently saw a report about 
the violence in Mexico, and it mentioned 
something I was unaware of:There is only 
one place in all of Mexico for a citizen to 
purchase a firearm. However, we know 
the cartels in Ciudad Juarez (and other 
parts of Mexico) are heavily armed. Of 
course, there is always the larger world 
market the cartels could use to find their 
firepower. But just across the border in the 
U.S., there are hundreds of gun stores, in 
addition to an ATF that is apparently will¬ 
ing to supply guns to them. 

Now, I'm not much of a gun proponent 
or opponent. I don't think firearms (in 
and of themselves) are the cause of or 
solution to most of our societal prob¬ 
lems. However, I do know that firepower 
makes cartels powerful, and the drug 
violence coming out of Mexico is hard to 
ignore. In light of the fact that Mexicans 
can only legally obtain one gun, pur¬ 
chased from one location (if they meet 
all the requirements), what are the statis¬ 
tics for gun ownership in Mexico? How 
does the Mexican culture differ when it 
comes to the average citizen and their 
view of safety and their right to protect 
themselves? There are obviously differing 
opinions in the USA about gun owner¬ 
ship, rights and control. Similarly, I would 
expect Mexicans have different views 
and opinions among one another regard¬ 
ing firearms. 

But really, my main question is: One 
gun store? In all of Mexico? One gun

store? Meanwhile, Juarez is awash with 
guns and blood. ...

DEAR POCHO: Before I get to your pregunta, 
a quick comment on Fast and Furious: while I'm 
no fan of the Obama administration, isn't it so 
gabacho for Obama critics to only care about 
the smuggling of guns into Mexico, which 
causes untold misery to so many, when they 
can embarrass him with it? Refry this, gaba- 
chos : Mexicans have been buying guns in the 
States and sneaking them into Mexico since 
the days of the Magon brothers (my favorite 
smuggling story: a man I knew once wrapped 
yarn around a ball of bullets and had his wife 
take it onto a plane; she ended up knitting a 
sweater with it. This was in the days antes de 
9/11, of course). And Ronald Reagan sold arms 
to the Contras—or was that okay, because he 
was fighting supposed commies? 

Backto the question: Mexicans love their 
guns as much as they love salsa, and while the 
Mexican government highly regulates sales of 
guns (although nowhere near as stringent as 
the one-shop rule you heard), gun violence is 
still high. A July 2012 post by The Guardian cited 
stats that showed Mexico's gun-ownership rate 
was 15 per 100 people (42nd highest country in 
the world), which paled en comparacion to the 
U.S.'s astounding numero uno rate of 88.8 per 
100. The homicide by firearm rate per 100,000 
goes to the Mexicans: whereas in the U.S., the 
figure was 2.97, the Mexico cifra was 9.97. As for 
the percentage of homicides due to firearms? 

54.9 percent for Mexis, Americans clock in at 60 
percent—not much difference. One huge caveat, 
though: The report was compiled based on stats 
from 2007, far before the narcowars engulfed 
most of the country. With a police force as inef¬ 
fectual as the GOP's Latino outreach program, 
the right to bear arms for Mexicans isn't just 
some high-falutin' constitutional ideal—it's usu¬ 
ally the only way to ensure you stay alive.

returning from the dead seven years 
after its cancellation, about its run on 
Netflix for a 15-episode arc (with the 
possibility of a film to follow) starting 
Sunday, about how brilliant the show 
remains even in its new incarnation. 
Random lines about there always being 
money in the banana stand and never- 




nudes and no touching and “Her?” will 
appear in your Facebook and Twitter 
feeds, along with memes, drinking games 
and all other sorts of merriment—for a 


program that lasted just three seasons. 

But what you have to remember, above 
all the buzz, is black men cheated out 
of a tip.

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W atch the Arrested Development 
episode that airs this Sunday 
called “Flight of the Phoenix” 
that show creator (and Costa Mesa 
native) Mitch Hurwitz has deemed the 
season premiere of this new run, even 
though he’s releasing all the episodes 
simultaneously. There’s going to be a 
scene involving George Bluth, head of the 
shallow family at the center of the series, 
thanking two black delivery men for a 
job well-done ... and then not offering 
even a buck. The show’s moral center, 
middle son Michael, looks on in disgust; 
the show’s moral center, as usual, is 
ignored. When I saw what unfolded next, 
I laughed bitterly—this was barely a week 
after an Asian-American fraternity at UC 
Irvine made national news because one of 
its members put on blackface for a music 
video, an incident that reminded the 
world again of Orange County’s embar¬ 
rassing attitude toward its minuscule 
African-American community. Just like 
what Arrested Development will do. 

The day after watching “Flight of the 
Phoenix,” I drove to the Sheraton Uni¬ 
versal City for an Arrested Development 
press junket. Reporters from around the 
world were snaking their way toward a 
poolside buffet, near rooms where they 
would talk with six of the program’s stars 
after a joint interview session. Oblivious 
to the reporters at the hotel’s entrance 
were two of the Sheraton’s usual clientele 
of beautiful people, waiting for their top- 
of-the-line car. It pulled up; a black valet 
got out. The couple got into the Euro- 
wheels ... and that was that. No tip. 

Thank you, Jeebus. The message hid¬ 
den in Arrested Development, the message 
glossed over by all of its fans and critics, 
the message that makes it so much more 
than one of the funniest television shows 
of all time and the greatest commentary 
on Orange County ever—that message 
had just manifested itself right in front of 
me, right before a press conference about 
the show, as both prophecy and pro¬ 
nouncement: America has turned into 
Orange County, and that’s why we’re 
so gloriously fucked. 

I f you’ve never seen an episode 
of Arrested Development and 
don’t understand what all the 
fuss is about, then here’s the brief¬ 


est, most general recap possible. The 
show focuses on the Bluth family, a clan 
of underachieving narcissists who have 
long depended on the withered teat that 
is the family business: The Bluth Co., a 
shady development firm. In the series’ 
2003 premiere, patriarch George Bluth 
Sr. (played with dry humor by Jeffrey 
Tambor) gets arrested by the feds for 
securities fraud. Before being hauled off 
to jail, he holds a lavish ceremony on a 
yacht at which he transfers the company 
not to his heir apparent, Michael (Jason 
Bateman), but to his perpetually drunk 
mother, Lucille (Jessica Walter). She pre¬ 
sides over an empire in decline, placing 
more faith on magician son George Oscar 
“GOB” Bluth (Wil Arnett); eternally 
befuddled son Byron “Buster” Bluth; and 
daughter Lindsay (Portia de Rossi) and 
her is-he-or-isn’t-he-gay husband, Tobias 
Fiinke (David Cross). Michael, despite 
his hurt feelings, nevertheless tries to 
keep the family and the business 
together. Add the Fiinkes’ 
is-she-or-isn’t-she-their- 
biological-child daugh¬ 
ter, Maeby (Alia 
Shawkat); Michael’s 
only son, George 
Michael (Michael 
Cera); and a 
single model 
home in 
a desolate 
housing tract, 
and you have 
a dysfunctional 
family not seen 
on the boob 
tube since The 
Simpsons— and 
did I mention 
it’s set in Orange 
County? 


Put Arrested Development’s main actors 
in a room, and hilarity is guaranteed. Add 
a supporting cast of beloved thespians 
(Henry Winkler as the bumbling lawyer, 
Scott Baio as the smarmy one, Liza Min¬ 
nelli as the lover of two Bluth brothers 
and perpetual rival to Lucille, Charlize 
Theron as a dim-witted spy), a third ring 
of guest stars playing minor characters 
(Jane Lynch, Amy Poehler, Martin Short, 
Ben Stiller), another layer of walk-on 
roles (Bob “Super Dave Osbourne” Ein¬ 
stein, Ed Begley Jr., Carl Weathers, Zach 
Braff), a constellation of cameos (Conan 
O’Brian, Andy Richter, Andy Samberg, 
Jack Black, even series producer and nar¬ 
rator Ron Howard) and a stream of char¬ 
acter actors too numerous to mention, 
and you had one of the most talented col¬ 
lections of madcap actors since It’s a Mad 
Mad Mad Mad World. 

This roster fed off superb writing that 
coined multiple catch-phrases, a docu¬ 
mentary-style production subsequently 
copied by nearly every U.S. ensemble tele¬ 
vision show since, and a belief by Hur¬ 
witz that loyal fans should be rewarded 
for their attention with multiple in-jokes 
and subplots, making viewing 
episodes multiple times not 
just a pleasure, but also 
obligatory. And for 
those of us at home, 
it documented 
Orange County 
better than any¬ 
thing before, since 
or after, from 
the vapidness of 
Newport Beach 
to the bemused 
natives of San- 
Tana (see Matt 
Coker’s accompa¬ 
nying articles for 
further proof). 

It was a fabulous 
show, it was hailed by 
critics as one of 
the smartest 
in years, 
it 



had a devoted fan base—and it stood no 
chance of surviving. 

Arrested Development debuted in 
2003, the same year as its fellow Orange 
County-based FOX program, The O.C. 

The timing suited the teenage drama far 
better than the comedy, happening in that 
brief era when national correspondents 
decided to drop their eternal ridicule 
of us as wealthy, ignorant right-wing 
lunatics and instead cast us as—as USA 
Today wrote—America’s “capitol of cool.” 
County civic leaders and residents fully 
embraced that spin, which meant favor¬ 
ing one show over the other. The choice 
was easy: Arrested Development was a 
burr not only in Orange County’s saddle, 
but also in the ass of America, a far-too- 
cynical, far-too-mocking, far-too-smart 
look at a place no one wanted to acknowl¬ 
edge, satire for a country that didn’t 
want to hear it. Whereas Newport Beach 
officials gave The O.C. cast the keys to the 
city and a former supervisor only half- 
jokingly suggested rechristening John 
Wayne Airport as The O.C. Airport, David 
Cross was relegated to performing benefit 
shows at Detroit Bar. 

The fun seemingly ended for Arrested 
Development in 2006, as it died a quiet 
death marked with a collective shrug by 
an Orange County too enamored with its 
leased Mercedes-Benz S-class parked in 
front of $700,000, two-bedroom, North 
County homes to notice. The cast went 
on to do other projects; the show’s die- 
hards contented themselves with reruns 
on obscure channels, DVDs and websites 
devoted to all the quotes, pictures and 
trivia nights one could bear. 

Then, as with the Bluth family model 
home, the cracks in Orange County’s 
veneer turned into full-fledged fault 
lines—and it happened to America, too. 
We had decided to follow in the footsteps 
of the avarice celebrated by The Real 
Housewives of Orange County, Laguna 
Beach: The Real O.C. and The O.C. instead 
of heeding Arrested Development’s cau¬ 
tionary advice. The Great Recession hit, 
fueled by the housing crash, and we all 
became Bluths. In the immortal words of 
Fiinke, when he decided to audition for 
the Blue Man Group, we blue ourselves. 
Seeing the original run now, the 
humor is sharper than ever, its char¬ 
acterization of Orange County’s 
excesses even more ruthless and 
hilarious. It was a show far too 
ahead of its time, but perfect for 
the here-and-now. And that satir¬ 
ical world-view continues with 
Arrested Development’s latest 
season. I’ve only seen “Flight of

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the Phoenix” once thanks to a temporary 
Netflix link, but I remember enough to 
reassure the hardcore fans: It’s as though 
the show never went off the air. The 
humor remains—the ever-present air of 
awkwardness, the hilarious interludes, 
the cameos and perfect non sequitors, all 
seamlessly hewing to its Orange County 
setting. The plot of the first episode ref¬ 
erences the Great Recession, takes place 
mostly at UC Irvine, and even throws a 
shout-out to OC’s perpetual hatred and 
co-opting of anything Mexican. There’s 
a bit of rust, for sure: Some jokes lin¬ 
ger longer than they should, and some 
jokes don’t make sense because Hurwitz 
has promised a nonlinear approach 
that requires viewers to watch all the 
episodes multiple times to fully grasp 
everything—an easy thing for the die- 
hards, but something that might limit its 
mainstream reach. But that’s the beauty 


The six enthused about how the new 
lease on life was “vindication” for the 
show and “satisfying.” “It should have 
continued,” Bateman said, to the satis¬ 
fied murmers of the reporters. 

I asked the cast what they felt about 
Orange County and whether they had 
spent any time there to research their roles.

of Arrested Development: It’s happy to 
stand as a giggling Cassandra, content 
with knowing almost everyone will 
ignore its warnings—and if the heathens 
don’t want to listen to its Gospel, then 
they deserve the OC-ification they’re 
going to get. 

Am I reading too much into the show? 
Probably not enough. Hurwitz (who 
wasn’t made available for an interview) 
grew up middle class but had family in 
Newport Beach. Knowing this, the show 
easily reads as one giant fuck-you to that 
city’s 1 Percent—and, by extent, the OC 
(don’t call it that) that ruled this county 
for so many years. 

And that’s where we return to the poor 
black valet at the Sheraton Universal. 

T he Arrested Development press 
conference went without a hitch, 
save Cross asking a reporter, “Why 
do you keep pointing at your tits?” 
because she was trying to show off her 
T-shirt bearing the Bluth family crest. 
Cross, Bateman, de Rossi, Shawkat, 

Cera and Walter took questions from 
a packed house, following the script 
you’re going to read or already have. 


thing, does Arrested Development mean? 
How was it a commentary on Orange 
County or the United States? 

“It’s that we’re all idiots,” Bateman 
replied. “Nobody is perfect. It highlights 
this society, where we’ve become self- 
obsessed and greedy.” 

“This family is shot as a documentary,” 
Cross added. “But we’re so inured to” that 
style now, in this world of reality TV pop¬ 
ulating broadcast nearly nonstop, “that 
the idea of what’s real and what’s fiction 
is blurred.” The society depicted in the 
original and coming Arrested Develop¬ 
ment, he concluded, “now even more so 
in 2013—that’s the reality.” 

Quotes set, I let another Weekly writer 
get the exclusive with Cera and Cross. I 
went to the valet area, they radioed some¬ 
one to get my beat-up Toyota pickup ... 
and he emerged: the black valet. 

Prophecy and pronouncement. I tipped 
him extra-well and drove off, laugh¬ 
ing at the incredulity of the day. What 
did Michael Bluth do when confronted 
with the same scenario? You’re going to 
have to watch Sunday night—and learn, 
America, learn.

They went beyond the hot spots normally 
associated with Orange County—Disney¬ 
land, the Balboa Ferry, the shadow cast 
by Dana Rohrabacher’s belly—and dug 
deep to not only fictionalize real places 
for name’s sake, but even playing with 
the actual back stories of the properties 
as well. 

What follows are just some of the A.D. 
places and their real OC counterparts— 
and we’re not even going to mention the 
traditions plugged into the premiere epi¬ 
sode of the new season. Just remember 
this: Cuatro de Mayo ... 

BALBOA COUNTRY CLUB (A.D. OC): 

Where family matriarch Lucille Bluth 
shows off to Newport Beach society, 
usually by forcing one of her children 
to join her in an embarrassing mother- 
son/-daughter production. Youngest 
natural-born son Buster mostly gets the 
gigs, but grandson George Michael Bluth 
and Lucille’s adopted son, “Annyong,” 
have been roped in. BALBOA BAY CLUB 
(Real OC): Harbor-facing units here can 
be purchased, rented or booked for short 
terms. The on-site bar, restaurant and 
pools are frequent gathering places for 
the unwinding wealthy, while banquet 
facilities host everything from GOP fund¬ 
raisers to society functions at which dates 
with local notables are auctioned off, 
another recurring A.D. event. 

BALBOA TOWERS (A.D. OC): Where 
you’ll find the upscale, waterfront, 
penthouse-apartment home of Lucille, 
who has it decorated that gaudy way 
your grandmother would if she burned 
through dirty money. Buster usually lives 
there with her. NEWPORT TOWERS 
(Real OC): One of the oldest high-rise 
condo buildings in town, off PCH. It’s 
next to the late iconic Italian restaurant 
Villa Nova, which used to attract many 
from the Lucille Bluth demographic. 
BLUTH CO. (A.D. OC): The offices of the 
real-estate company founded in the 1950s 
by family patriarch George Bluth Sr. had 
been on the top floor of an expensive 
office building in Newport Beach. But 
a worker bee named Ted, whose office 
is down the hall from that of de facto 
president Michael Bluth, later made an 
executive decision unbeknownst to the 
Bluths to move to a lower floor, where 


the lease is lower. THE IRVINE CO. (Real 
OC): The largest private landowner in 
Orange County is headquartered in twin 
multistory buildings in the company’s 
Newport Center, facing Fashion Island. 
Other, unaffiliated companies also lease 
offices in these buildings from TIC (as it 
likes to call itself). 

BLUTH CO. MODEL HOME (A.D. OC): 

Standing alone on a graded hill, the lone 
home of the cash-poor Bluth Co.’s Sud¬ 
den Valley development is where Michael 
Bluth and his son, George Michael, 
mostly live; Michael’s once-presumed- 
twin sister Lindsay Fiinke usually lives 
with her husband, Tobias Fiinke, and 
their daughter, Maeby; Michael’s brother 
George Oscar “GOB” Bluth at times lives; 
and George Bluth Sr. often hides in the 
attic so as to not be caught by the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commission. MODEL 
HOMES (Real OC): They are, of course, 
everywhere new development sprouts, 
usually in batches of three or four to 
reflect different floorplans. I can’t recall 
a lone one in this nearly built-out county, 
but there used to be a two-story house all 
by itself in North Fontana, where legend 
had it a subdivision builder had a squab¬ 
ble with the city, stopped his project after 
one house was built on his big piece of 
property and just left it there off Sierra 
Avenue out of spite. Pacific Century 
Homes, which built homes in California, 
Arizona and Texas before going belly-up, 
did build three model homes in Litch¬ 
field, Arizona, never sold a single house, 
then abandoned the project. The Temec¬ 
ula-based company was swallowed up in 
2002 by Miami-based Lennar, developer 
of homes proposed to ring the Great Park 
of Irvine. 

BLUTH'S ORIGINAL FROZEN BANANA 

(A.D. OC): The Bluth Co. empire started 
with a frozen-banana stand erected 
on the Oceanside Wharf boardwalk of 
Balboa Island in 1953. The wooden box 
burned down and was rebuilt several 
times—including once with $250,000 
inside that George Sr. had hidden from 
the feds, which explained his oft-repeated 
refrain, “There’s always money in the 
banana stand.” The place became a point 
of contention the last time we saw the 
Bluths, as Annyong reappeared to exact 
revenge for the theft of the original 
banana-stand idea from his grandfather 
by implicating Lucille, who’d had him 
deported, in Bluth Co. accounting she¬ 
nanigans. SUGAR 'N SPICE AND DAD'S 
DONUTS (Real OC): First, it must be 
noted that you don’t bring out-of-town 
relatives to Balboa Island for frozen 
bananas. They’re gross, phallic and break 
your teeth. No, you dazzle the ’billies

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with Balboa Bars, those delightful, freshly 
dipped-in-chocolate ice-cream bars 
rolled over chopped peanuts, almonds or 
sprinkles. You find frozen bananas and 
Balboa Bars on Balboa Island at Sugar ’n 
Spice, which is owned and run by white 
people and has been a local institution 
since 1945, or nearby Dad’s Donuts, 
which has been around since 1960 and is 
owned and run by a Vietnamese family 
Both have big bananas on their signs, just 
like Bluth’s Original Frozen Banana stand. 
And—as Weekly Mexican in chief Gustavo 
Arellano found out when he wrote in 
print in 2004 that Dad’s Balboa Bars taste 
better than Sugar ’n Spice’s—the people 
who own Sugar ’n Spice resented Arrested 
Development and Dad’s. 

FOUR SEAS HOTEL (A.D. OC): The 
upscale Newport Beach hotel pops up 
periodically, including when Lindsay 
moved in. FOUR SEASONS HOTEL (Real 
OC): For years, this was the Newport 
Beach hotel, located in Newport Center. 
Then the lease expired and the Irvine 
Co.’s own Island Hotel took over the 
space. Nowadays, the place to stay is TIC’s 
Pelican Hill resort in Newport Coast. 
GEORGE MICHAEL AND MAEBY'S 
HIGH SCHOOL (A.D. OC): According to 
an Indian (as in India) teen who eventu¬ 
ally becomes student body president, 
the school is located in Corona del Mar, 
which means it’s ... CORONA DEL MAR 
HIGH SCHOOL (Real OC): As a general 
rule, the East Bluff campus draws the 
children of upscale Newport Beach’s 
upper-crustiest, while cross-town rival 
Newport Harbor High School gets lower 
classes of rich kids because district 
boundaries include those unwashed, east- 
side Costa Mesa hooligans. Of course, this 
tradition has been thrown out of whack 
by the arrival years ago of private Sage 
Hill School in Newport Coast. 



RMS QUEEN MARY (A.D. OC): We were 
first introduced to the Bluths aboard a 
yacht, on which George Sr. handed the 
reins of the Bluth Co. not to Michael, 
as expected, but to Lucille. We last saw 
the family all together aboard the Queen 
Mary, as Lucille is left to take the rap for 
company misdeeds, as Michael, George 
Michael and, unbeknownst to them, 
George Sr. (having again swapped identi¬ 


ties with his twin brother Oscar) escape 
to Cabo on GOB’s yacht C-Word with half 
a million bucks in cashier’s checks. RMS 
QUEEN MARY (Real OC): Not in Orange 
County, but in Long Beach Harbor is the 
permanently docked tourist attraction, 
which has a bar, hotel rooms and regular 
events hosted by a gray-bearded fellow 
in a captain’s suit. You could see him in a 
future episode ripping off fake whiskers 
to reveal he’s George Sr. 

SANTA ANA (A.D. OC): In one epi¬ 
sode, Buster locks himself inside a car 
trunk in an effort to get sneaked into 
Mexico. When he gets out, he’s actually in 
Santa Ana—but Buster mistakes Orange 
County’s seat for Mexico. Hilarity ensues. 
SANTA ANA (Real OC): Do we really 
need to explain this one? 

ORANGE COUNTY PRISON (A.D. OC): 
Built by the Bluth Co. in 1983, George 
Bluth Sr. winds up inside on fraud and 
light treason counts. He converts to Juda¬ 
ism behind the same bars that go on to 
hold his twin brother, Oscar; GOB; and 
Tobias. “No touching” is strictly enforced. 
ORANGE COUNTY JAIL (Real OC): 

The SEC, a federal agency, fictionally 
prosecutes Bluth, but the actual OC jail 
system has a “Beds for Feds” program to 
hold federal inmates, usually for immi¬ 
gration offenses. The Men’s Central 
Jail is severely overcrowded; the food 
sucks; and, given the crimes of guards 
and inmates, it’s so dangerous you’ll seek 
spiritual fulfillment. 

SKIP CHURCH'S BISTRO (A.D. OC): 
This marina-side eatery is famous for 
“Skip’s Scramble,” a breakfast dish 
made with everything on the menu. 
DICK CHURCH'S RESTAURANT (Real 
OC): Not on the water, but up Newport 
Boulevard in Costa Mesa, this working- 
stiff’s joint is known for glutinous por¬ 
tions of everything from omelets to 
chicken-fried steak. There’s no “Dick’s 
Scramble,” but there is the “Lumber¬ 
jack Breakfast,” which has two eggs, 
two sausages, two strips of bacon, half 
a hubcap-sized ham slice, two pancakes 
and hash browns. 

SOUTH COAST BOUTIQUE (A.D. OC): 

Lindsay can’t resist a “fire sale” at the 
upscale retailer. SOUTH COAST PLAZA 
(Real OC): Millions of Lindsays can’t 
resist any kind of sale at the upscale 
retail-and-restaurant hub whose over- 
lords can’t abide being located in middle- 
class Costa Mesa, so it calls its quadrant 
“South Coast Metro” and who, no shit, 
once gave me crap for calling South Coast 
Plaza a “shopping mall” in a story instead 
of a “shopping experience.” 

WEE BRITAIN (A.D. OC): The quaint vil¬ 
lage of shops, residences and occupants 
brims with Jolly 01’ England charm. But 
when the cobblestone streets meet their 
Southern California counterparts, confu¬ 
sion and traffic accidents ensue, as driv¬ 
ers who’d been forced to stay on the right 
side in Wee Britain must suddenly switch 
to the left side. Yanks who’ve tried to 
navigate traffic circles in England surely 
sympathize. OLD WORLD VILLAGE 
(Real OC): The quaint village of shops, 
residences and occupants brims Jolly 01’ 
Western Europe charm. But confusion 
and accidents ensue when drivers who’ve 
indulged in too much oom-pah-pah at 
Oktoberfest head home.

T o promote the new season of 

Arrested Development dropping 
Sunday, Netflix took the Bluth’s 
Original Frozen Banana stand on the road 
and over an ocean, beginning earlier this 
month in London and continuing to New 
York City and finally Los Angeles, where 
it has been all week. 

In Culver City, for instance, the stand 
hosted the actresses who played Kitty 
Sanchez (George Bluth Sr.’s former per¬ 
sonal assistant and mistress who had 
the unfortunate habit of proclaiming, 

“Say goodbye to these!” before flashing 
Michael Bluth with her A-cup breastises) 
and Ann, the pudgy Christian girlfriend 
of George Michael who reappears in the 
series finale as GOB’s new girl. 

But on the show, the fictional banana 
stand was born on Balboa Island. 

The banana stand pops up in the second- 
ever Arrested Development episode (“Top 
Banana”). George Bluth Sr. (Jeffrey Tam- 
bor) tells his son Michael (Jason Bateman), 
“There’s always money in the banana 
stand.” Michael, thinking George Sr. stole 
his childhood by having him work the 
stand, burns down the wooden structure, 
failing to realize his father was being literal 
to the tune of $250,000 hidden inside. 

Newport Beach’s Krupali Tejura figured 
its fictional history warranted a local tour 
stop, so she started a Change.org petition. 
Petition-drive publicity by the Weekly 


spoke on condition of anonymity,” told 
the Daily Pilot Friday the company 
has no plans to bring the banana stand 
to Newport Beach, although the final 
schedule had not yet been nailed down 
by then. 

“I’m kind of bummed,” Tejura told the 
Pilot’s Michael Miller. “They should bring 
it home. It’s kind of ridiculous that they 
don’t go to the place where the original 
banana stand started.” 

A local stop was also warranted because 
Newport Beach is believed to be where 
the first nonfictional frozen-banana stand 
went up in the 1940s, she added. 

Netflix is advising followers to check 
out the Arrested Development Twit¬ 
ter feed (twitter.com/arresteddev) 
for updates on the stand’s tour stops, 
although none outside Los Angeles 
County had been mentioned as of Tues¬ 
day afternoon. The famous Bluth pickup 
with an attached staircase is also making 
the promotional rounds; it was sighted at 
Santa Monica Pier at last report. 

Perhaps the only way to let your 
Arrested Development freak flag fly 
around like-minded Orange Countians 
before the new episodes are up is to 
attend “I Just Blue Myself” Saturday at 
Great Over Good studio in Santa Ana. 

“I just blue myself” is what David 
Cross’ Tobias Funke character said after 
he oversprayed himself with blue paint to 
fit in as a member of the Blue Man Group. 
The phrase is hopefully provocative 
enough to bring die-hards and newbies 
out at 6 p.m. Saturday, just hours before 
those new Arrested Development episodes 
will be available. 



spiked the number of signers from 19 
to more than 300 in two days, and even 
Newport Beach Mayor Keith Curry 
pledged to do all he could to bring Bluth’s 
Original Frozen Banana stand “home.”

H e was one of the funniest elements 
of Arrested Development— and all 
without saying much. 

Longtime Orange County resident 
Justin Lee was 14 when he starred as Hel- 
loh “Annyong” Bluth (“Though I prob¬ 
ably looked 10 years old,” he remarks), 
the adopted Korean son George Sr. and 
Lucille Bluth acquired as a PR move (and 
later, kept, to spite Buster). 

His schtick? 

Just one word: “Annyong!” 

After arriving at the Bluth household, 
Lucille mistook Hel-loh’s greeting— 
Korean for “hello”—as his name. Any 
time a Bluth would mention Annyong, 
Hel-loh would greet them right back 
with an “Annyong!” 

Annyong would later prove to be a 
mole exacting some good ol’ familial 
revenge after George Sr. stole his family’s 
frozen-banana business model, eventually 
even pouncing on Buster with a “Heads 
up, fatty!” 

Lee, now 23, and his Annyong charac¬ 
ter reappear in season four—though Lee 
isn’t divulging to what extent just yet. “All 
I can really say is anything is possible.” 

OC WEEKLY; So how stoked were you 
to land this recurring role on a network- 
television show executive produced by Ron 
Howard, only to find out your character 
says one word almost the whole time? 
JUSTIN LEE: You know, I was pretty 
fresh, so this was my first big prominent 
role. I had no idea what I was getting 
myself into—I knew it was a professional, 
big-scale project, but I was so young at 
the time. I knew who Ron Howard was, 
but I didn’t realize who everyone was. 
Honestly, I was just happy to be working 
at the time, so I was very excited to go 
onto the set. The first day, it was such a 
surreal feeling. I walked onto the set, I 
remember going into the model home— 
which I was so surprised was actually in 
a sound stage—and thinking, “Wow, how 
did they build this?” And just getting to 
work with all the actors. It was such an 
amazing experience I’ll never forget. 

Especially the food. Oh, my gosh. I’m 
a big food person. So anyone’ll tell you, 


set food is the best. They take care of you; 
you eat like kings. And so I remember 
thinking that day, you know, I could get 
really used to do this—this is something I 
can do for the rest of my life, every single 
day. [Laughs.] 

So we saw Annyong get his revenge on the 
Bluths eventually. And you know , as an 
Asian-American actor having to deal with 
stereotypes, were you ever concerned that 
you really were going to just say “anny¬ 
ong” the whole time, or did Mitch Hurwitz 
assure you otherwise? 

Definitely having one word was challeng¬ 
ing, but that was the fun part. So I had 
to find other ways to be interesting—the 
words really don’t matter; it’s about being 
in the moment reacting.... At the same 
time, Mitch is a creative genius, and he 
strives for perfection. And he would write 
scripts to the last, last second. A lot of 
times, we had no idea what Mitch was 
going to pull because he was changing 
things as we went—and for good reason. I 
trusted whatever decision he made. But at 
the same time, I eventually did get other 
lines, and Annyong did learn some broken 
English. [Laughs.] 

I’d imagine people just go up to you and 
say, “Annyong!”... 

I get some people who just stare at me 
for a while. They do the squint, cock 
their head a little. And some of them will 
finally get up the courage to walk up and 
ask: “You know, I don’t want to be racist 
or anything...” 

I have to ask: Do you have a favorite 
chicken dance? 

Oh, God. I’ll say they’re all awesome, and 
who knows if Annyong will ever have a 
chicken dance? ... 

Do you have one ready, just in case? 

No, but I wonder what that would look 
like. My favorite is definitely GOB’s. 
Because it’s not even a chicken. Chickens 
don’t clap! 

Lee is now working on a new project, a 
nine-episode webcast already signed 
on for a new season titled One Warm 
Night, directed by Steven G. Lowe. Visit 
OneWarmNight.com to watch.

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Butter Up! 

Bistrot Massilia is good any day of the week you want 

French, but better on weekends

M . . . MERQI! 


Y ou realize the futility of having a res¬ 
ervation for Bistrot Massilia on the 
Thursday night before Mother’s Day 
weekend when you get there. There’s not a 
soul except for the lonely waiter, who’s so 
happy to see you he bounds from the back of 
the restaurant to meet you at the door. 

“You have zee restaurant to yourself 
tonight!” he chirps brightly with no short¬ 
age of energy. “Please choose any seat you 
like, perhaps by zee window?” He bows, 
then sweeps his arm to 
show you the way (you 
half-expect him to leap 
and click his heels). 

He follows as you walk 
through the empty cham¬ 
ber, past dozens of flicker¬ 
ing LED-candle-lit tables 
and a cozy little cubby¬ 
hole of a booth seemingly 
dug out of the red-painted 
wall. You shimmy around 
a small grand piano and 
notice the sign atop it says 
the jazz musician plays 
only on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday nights, presumably 
when diners are here. 

You choose your seats 
at a table overlooking a 
courtyard, thinking to 
yourself that, coupled 
with the fact that most of 
its customers are probably 
saving their fine-dining 
dollar to spend on mom 
on Sunday, when it counts, Bistrot Massilia 
isn’t a Thursday-night kind of a place. As 
with almost all French restaurants, going 
here is something you reserve for commem¬ 
orating an anniversary or popping the ques¬ 
tion. A weeknight when you still have work 
tomorrow is too ordinary an evening for 
what you’re about to eat, drink and pay for. 

It must be said that Massilia’s prices 
aren’t exorbitant, but they’re not cheap 
either. There are $30 bottles of wine, but

you could easily spend as much as six times 
that on others, including a $174 Chateau 
Leoville Poyferre that’s described as hav¬ 
ing “scents of sweet soil with herbs.” As 
such, you shouldn’t go with a monetary 
budget—or even a caloric one—in mind. At 
the very least, you need to allow yourself to 
sponge up every drop of the melted butter 
the escargot come swimming in. The half- 
dozen snails—dark, chewy, shriveled-up 
morsels tasting as though they were revived 
from the icy depths—are the best excuses 
to do so. And when you do, try to not think 
about how you’ve just eaten the equivalent 
of a stick of butter as though it were soup. 

For actual soup, don’t opt for the “du 
jour,” which the waiter recites with mea¬ 
sured enthusiasm; go for the French onion. 
Baked Gruyere cheese seals the top of the 
crock pot tighter than a drum. And when 
you pierce the gooey, cheesy toast crust, a 
plume of steam shoots up, as would a long- 
dormant volcano ready to wake up. You 
blow on each spoonful so you don’t scald 
yourself, and then sip what turns out to be 
one of the most complex, well-designed 
French onion soups in the county. The 
broth is rich and beefy but cut by the shrill 
tang of white wine, onions liquefied to 
sugary slips and whole peppercorns that 


explode without warning. 

And since you’ve gone this far down the 
Gallic route, don’t order the cheaper pasta 
plates the restaurant calls “les pates”; go for 
broke with filet mignon doused in a porcini 
mushroom cream sauce—the most expen¬ 
sive dish at nearly $30. You excuse the 

fact it comes out 
well-done with 
barely any pink 
in it (even though 
you asked for it 
to be prepared 
medium) or that 
the vegetable side 
is a bifurcated 
baby bok choy, the 
cheapest green in 
existence; instead, 
you marvel at 
that sauce as you 
drag some of the 
mashed potatoes 
through the pud¬ 
dle-after you’ve 
finished dabbing 
it onto the last 
of the steak, of 
course. You even 
decide you like 
the bok choy 
because, well, 
it’s been bathed 
in butter. In fact, it actually tastes better 
than the small serving of mushy ratatouille, 
which was included on the plate as an 
afterthought. 

You look across the table to see your date 
is happy with the salmon, the one the waiter 
recommended over the trout with almonds. 
You see her lap up the tangy lemon-butter 
emulsion with the fish, but also notice she’s 
using it to moisten the side of red-tinged 
rice that’s otherwise dry where it isn’t 
clumped in the shape of its cylindrical mold. 

For dessert, don’t order just the creme 
brulee, the chocolate mousse or the prof¬ 
iterole; order all three in a dessert sampler 
because the restaurant gives you that option 
for an extra $1.50. And when you go home 
with your lips still greased with butter and 
your teeth stained by chocolate and wine, 
the satisfaction that comes with the meal 
you just ate will make it feel as though 
tomorrow’s the weekend.

S ome food critics are of the opinion 
that you can't judge a restaurant in 
its opening weeks, that you need to give 
them time to work out any kinks. Some 
food critics are idiots. I'm of the opinion 
you can tell a restaurant's ultimate worth 
from the moment they set napkins in front 
of a customer. I knew Old Vine Cafe was a 
winner when I dropped by for its inaugural 
dinner and had the first of many magnifi¬ 
cent meals there. I've been to much-hyped 
restaurants that tanked in their debut and 
either went under soon or became popular 
in spite of their food. My average in pre¬ 
dicting success based on this method? I'd 
make Ted Williams seem as bad a hitter as 
Josh Hamilton. 

So believe me when I say that Little 
Sparrow, downtown SanTana's latest 
eatery, is destined for greatness. Open 
just two weeks, I was only able to visit for 
breakfast and lunch (dinner and cocktail 
service just opened on May 21), and I've 
already enjoyed one of the better break¬ 
fasts of my year, as well as one hell of a 
lunch. The open-faced breakfast sandwich 
of silky eggs and thick bacon bits was 
akin to a lumberjack special on toast; an 
order of poached eggs brought out three 
orbs, each white outside as delicately 
beautiful as lace. A lunch salad of farro 
and mushrooms mixed with a runny egg 
(those eggs again! They're the Monets of 
huevos) would do well in Abruzzo. And the 
setting—a relaxed, picturesque corner 
building with high, exposed ceilings; Art 
Deco-style tile floor; and a secret lounge 
in the back—is The Great Gats by meets 
Nighthawks. Add a peppy workforce, a 
soundtrack that veers from big band to 
"Aguas de Margo," and a sparrow motif 
that's clevery used, and you have OC's 
newest It restaurant. 

Not everything is perfect yet, of course. 
On opening day, the owners forget to 
stock up on hot sauce. (I gave them a 
bottle of Gringo Bandito the following day 
as a welcoming gift.) The channa masala 
sandwich, while spicy and complemented 
by fabulously pickled shallots, eventually 
buckled under its own weight, making its 
supporting sourdough soggier than wet 
newspapers. There's no unifying theme 
to the meals right now, and the cinnamon 
rolls that are brought in from elsewhere 
are forgettable. Still, the future looks great 
for Little Sparrow—if they're not around in 
five years, I'll buy a free meal for anyone 
who shows me the dead-tree version of 
this review then. In the meanwhile, the 
hash browns? Like crunchy cotton candy.

And that is how 
you start an interview! Tony Lu and his 
Slummin’ Gourmet crew have been truckin’ 
between counties, offering luxe meals in an 
approachable lonchera setting. Our long- 
overdue meeting finds us snacking on appe¬ 
tizers inside Diamond Jamboree. 


How did you come up with your concept? 
Coming from a fine-dining background, 
I’ve always wanted to introduce “haute 
cuisine” to the general public, but also 
make it approachable and as affordable as 
possible. My wife, Angie, was the one who 
came up with the name for our truck and 
our tagline, “Fancy without the schmancy.” 
Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

When peeling fresh ginger root, use a 
metal spoon. Way less waste and you can 
maneuver easily through all the nooks 
and crannies. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Chinese New Year’s dinner with the fam. 
There were always at least 30 to 40 of us 
at grandma’s. The food just kept on com¬ 
ing out of the kitchen, all night long. 
Favorite meal growing up: 

Noodle soup. It remains my go-to meal 
after a long day’s work. 

Your best food find: 

Mezcal. Specifically, illegal from Oaxaca. 
Most undervalued ingredient: 

Salt—perhaps also the most basic ingre¬ 
dient. Proper seasoning completes any 
dish. Under- or overseasoning, on the 
other hand, can ruin even the most beau¬ 
tiful ingredients. 

Best advice for aspiring truck owners: 

It is a totally different animal from other 
areas of the food-and-beverage industry. Do 
your homework, and be prepared to devote 
all of your time and effort into the business. 


On the Line 

» ANNE MARIE PANORINGAN 

What do you recommend for first-timers at 
the Slummin’ Gourmet? 

We offer a seasonal, rotating menu 
depending on what items catch my eye 
that week, or what I’m in the mood for. Of 
course, we also have perennial favorites 
such as our kobe beef sliders, lobster corn 
dogs and walnut shrimp tacos. But be 
sure to check the chef’s specials first. 
What is your most popular item? 

Kobe beef sliders. Everyone loves a prop¬ 
erly cooked and seasoned burger. We add 
caramelized onions, blue cheese, baby 
arugula and a homemade bacon aioli to 
ours, and it’s always cooked to order. The 
walnut shrimp tacos are a close second, 
and the banana-bread pudding has its 
own cult following. 

What is your goal for the Slummin’ Gour¬ 
met: brick-and-mortar, more trucks , or 
stay the same? 

It’s difficult to maintain certain standards 
with expansion given our concept. We’re 
extremely chef-driven, as we cook every¬ 
thing to order, and our menu is constantly 
evolving, so having multiple trucks is not 
something I foresee in our future. Given 
the right opportunity, I would consider 
moving into a neighborhood brick and 
mortar, while maintaining the truck to 
serve a wider audience. 

Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

We get a lot of special requests. Quesadilla 
without cheese. Well-done burgers without 
buns. While I may not personally recom¬ 
mend it, and sometimes even feel the need 
to talk them out of it, I am happy to serve 
the food however the customer chooses.

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Quick-and-Dirty 

Wa Wa offers a spread that puts 
Panda Express to shame 


N ot to be confused with the East 

Coast convenience-store chain of 
the same name, Long Beach’s Wa 
Wa is a quick-and-dirty Chinese restaurant 
with cheap combo plates and made-to- 
order specialties that have dragged office 
zombies out of their downtown cubicles 
for more than a decade. 

The red-and-white-tiled storefront is 
nestled between a ceramics studio and a 
postal-service outlet on First Street in the 
Arts District, a neighborhood that was 
vastly different when Wa Wa opened in 
2001. But in the time it has taken for the 
block’s empty retail spaces to fill with 
indie boutiques and the city to realize the 
street makes a perfect venue for art and 
music events, the Cambodian-owned Chi¬ 
nese fast-food joint hasn’t changed much. 

Realizing the neighborhood is without 
a proper 7-Eleven, Wa Wa’s doughnut dis¬ 
play cases have also turned the restaurant 
into a makeshift general store. Cigarettes 
and candy are some of the first products 
you see upon entering, and soda and iced 
teas are available in cans or bottles from 
the sliding-door fridges. An ATM even sits 
in the front corner, even though the place 
accepts debit cards. 

Residents and employees nearby 
might come in just for their nicotine 
fix, but the food is still the main attrac¬ 
tion. Every day, the family churns out 
a spread of 14 essential entrees that sit 
under a heat lamp in a buffet that makes 
Panda Express’ options resemble an 
In-N-Out menu. Seemingly concerned 
about the public perception of places that 
serve food that has been sitting around, 
the attractive and friendly son stand¬ 
ing behind the counter always offers up 
information about which dish came out of 
the kitchen most recently. 

From staples such as orange chicken 
(made every 15 minutes) and beef and 
broccoli (made every half hour) to more

haute dishes such as spicy pineapple 
chicken and shrimp chop suey, Wa Wa 
makes it all. Pick one item to go in your 
styrofoam container, and it’s only $4.75; 
two are $5.75 and three $7.99—then let 
them load up the remaining space with 
the ultimate umami sides, fried rice and 
chow mein. 

Though it doesn’t happen very often, 
eating truly fresh orange chicken from 
a cheap Chinese place is pure bliss. 
Before the gooey sauce dries up—and 
the covered dark meat nuggets get gross- 
crispy and crackly— orange chicken is 
actually a chewy, savory delight. I love 
to roll pieces around in the puffy fried 
rice and enjoy a series of two-for-one 
bites. The rice is also good for soaking 
up sauces (including the oily brown one 
that drenches the chicken and mush¬ 
room entree) or eating with a forkful of 
gummy chow mein noodles. 

If buying anything made en masse 
makes you queasy, Wa Wa also has a full 
menu of made-to-order dishes including 
shrimp mixed with vegetables and tofu 
vegetable soup that take only a few min¬ 
utes to prepare, each for only $6 or $7. One 
warning: Asking for the food spicy just 
means a handful of red pepper flakes will 
be added. 

I’ve heard horror stories from friends 
about Wa Wa and their digestion, but 
that’s a risk most of us take when we 
order a mound of delicious and possibly 
MSG-laden food from a Chinese hole-in- 
the-wall. And for the downtown location 
and recession-friendly prices, Wa Wa is a 
lunch-time gem.

for a while, and the guy just might call it 
quits to spend more time with his family. 

This doesn’t mean Nguyen is going 
gentle into that good night. He’s starting 
to sneak in some new items, best of which 
is the goat chili. It’s not the most baroque 
of Break of Dawn’s offerings—it’s just 
chili, with goat in place of beef, no beans 
and a side of fried rice—but it shows again 
Nguyen’s brilliance. He knows all about 
the Viet-Mex connection (ask him about 
pan dulce and his workers), and he also 
knows how crawfish houses first started 
in Texas, so this is Nguyen’s way of repay¬ 
ing the Lone Star state by giving an OC 
twist to their manna. The goat is minced 
perfectly; the fried rice adds sweetness; 
the heat lingers, then explodes. And the 
dollop of goat cheese instead of sour 
cream is a delightful surprise, adding 
nuance and fragrance to a dish famous for 
having none of either. And remember: Eat 
it soon, as the clock is ticking....

W e were early and thirsty for our din¬ 
ner date. Beer seemed too casual;

THE DRINK 

Freshly squeezed lemon juice and a simple 
syrup sounded more neighborhood lem¬ 
onade stand, less sophisticated pour. The 
use of egg whites, while initially unsettling, 
made sense after our server elaborated. 
Included not as a flavor, but for a foamy 
texture, the airy contribution breathed 
life into our ethereal drink. That hint of 
cucumber offered a refreshing quality, even 
doubling as a neutralizer for our potent gin 
base. By themselves, the handful of ingre¬ 
dients would be pedestrian. Together, they 
made for one fine cocktail.

And Now, 

Tobias Funke and 
George Michael! 

Arrested Development’s David Cross and 
Michael Cera on Mitch Hurwitz’s genius 
and Orange County’s ‘esteemed taste’

hen Netflix representatives 
asked us which Arrested 
Development cast members we 
wanted to interview for 20 minutes, the 
choice was unanimous: Michael Cera or 
David Cross. When Netflix asked if we 
wanted to interview them both at the 
same time, we felt as happy as Lucille 
Bluth running into Gene Parmesan. So, 
without further ado ... 

OC WEEKLY: This show has a huge 
fan base and has been regarded as an 
immensely intelligent comedy show. 

What do you think separates Arrested 
Development from other comedy shows 
on television? 

DAVID CROSS: So much, really. There’s 
the sum of the parts and then the whole, 
and they’re both smart, dense ... It’s a 
show that rewards the viewer; it’s a show 
that rewards multiple viewings—the 
jokes and the individual moment-to- 
moment pieces, of which there are so 


many, in 20 minutes ... but also how the 
totality of all that and where the char¬ 
acters get to go. I think there aren’t a lot 
of shows like that. There’s this heart to 
it and this intelligence behind it that it’s 
almost for the comedy nerd: the person 
who appreciates all these different levels 
of comedy, and I think that’s rare in tele¬ 
vision comedy. It really does begin and 
end with the writing; it’s not simply a 
series of jokes. 

What was your perception of Orange County 
before you did Arrested Development? 
MICHAEL CERA: I never had any 
perception of it, and in relation to this 
show, I never considered it was about 
Orange County. 

DC: I’ve done standup a couple of times 
at the Irvine Improv.... 

MC: I saw a movie there once.... 

DC: I’ve been to several Angels games 
at Angels Stadium, and the ersatz-ness 
of that stadium could not typify its 
environment better. Of all the ballparks, 


you have really great stadiums that are 
those modernized, old-school things, 
but Angels Stadium is so plastic and 
Disneyland-esque that it’s kind of per¬ 
fect. But yeah, Orange County, to me, is 
just a lot of wealthy skate punks bitching 
about shit. 

MC: We did set the stage for The O.C. 

DC: Long Beach is part of Orange County, 
right? I know a little bit about Long 
Beach. There was a really good poetry 
scene, and Derrick Brown used to publish 
his Write Bloody books there. I like Long 
Beach; I like any place where you’re defi¬ 
nitely in Southern California, near LA, 
and there’s zero LA about it. 

Michael , any clue about what George 
Michael’s major is at UC Irvine? 

DC: ... And how does it relate to 
Orange County? 

MC: [ laughs ] Well, we actually shot those 
scenes at Occidental College, the first two 
letters is OC, so it’s all a beautiful mar¬ 
riage of Orange County. But he goes to 
UCI, and I think the joke about it is that 
he’s the only non-Asian there. He’s actu¬ 
ally majoring in OC Ethics? [Laughs.] I 
don’t know if I could tell you his major 
because I don’t know myself. 

What do you think his major would be? 
MC: Hmm, cryptozoology, with a bach¬ 
elor’s in incestuous morality. 

DC: I didn’t know that was a course.... 
MC: He rallied for it to be a course. 

Do you guys have any influence over char¬ 
acter developments in the show? 

DC: In the very, very, very beginning, 
when I got the script. Outside of that, 
it wasn’t really necessary, and you were 
lucky enough to put it in the hands of 
these amazing writers, show runners 


and creators, and they’ll ask you some¬ 
times, “Do you think Tobias would do 
this?” But it’s all there. I can’t think of 
anything where I said, “Tobias wouldn’t 
do that.” But they’ve got it; they know 
the character. 

MC: Mitch is very collaborative and open, 
but for the most part, you want to go 
where they’re going. 

Jason Bateman stated that the tone of the 
new episodes was darker and had more of 
an edge. Would you guys agree? 

MC: I see what he means.... 

DC: I think in the sense that people get 
really low.... Every character reaches a 
depth, a low point in their lives that we 
didn’t quite see in the original series, if 
that’s what he meant.... 

MC: I think in the previous seasons, it 
was pretty dark, too. I mean, we see you 
pulling your teeth out of your mouth— 
that’s horrifying. 

DC: But there’s a deluded, crazed aspect 
there. We saw in seasons 1 and 2, there 
are some low points for Michael there, 
and every character has that bad place, 
but it’s more apparent in this incarnation 
of the show. 

Arrested Development was one of the 
first comedy television shows to utilize 
the faux-documentary approach , but this 
style is so pervasive in television shows 
now. If it were a reality show and these 
characters were real , who would want to 
watch it? 

DC: Just people in Orange County. But 
only people in Orange County. 

MC: The wonderful people of Orange 
County! The most esteemed taste in Cali¬ 
fornia belongs to the people of Orange 
County. [Laughs.] 
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FAST & FURIOUS 6 Much more 
entertaining than you might expect 
for one with "fast" or "furious" or 
"six" in the title, director Justin Lin's 
Fast & Furious 6 offers the series' 
most resplendent parade of chases 
and crashes yet, all shot and cut 
in that radical new style, the one 
where audiences can apprehend in 
one viewing just what is supposed 
to be going on. In the most excit¬ 
ing sequence, there's a tank to be 
brought down, a hilariously high and 
long bridge, and winning business 
with a harpoon. That ridiculous¬ 
ness is topped by the climax, when 
the franchise's action figures must 
stop a cargo plane from taking off. 
Everybody races at what seems to be 
impossible speeds, for what seems to 
be 15 minutes, down what certainly 
is the world's longest runway. There's 
nothing to laud here in terms of sto¬ 
rytelling, and the dialogue is all quips 
and exposition, but Lin aces some¬ 
thing rare: the spirit of freewheeling 
play. His chases seem to take place 
in the mind of a 10-year-old, and there 
are few of the stiff dramatic scenes 
that in earlier editions suggested that 
10-year-old's Hot Wheels had gotten 
stuck in the sandbox. Tyrese is given 
more one-liners than he's had since 
2 Fast 2 Furious. Warheaded leads 
Vin Diesel and Dwayne "The Rock" 
Johnson leaven their hulking by mak¬ 
ing it clear their characters relish 
the mayhem. And the non-vehicular 
action is ace, especially an extended 
womano a womano between Gina 
Carano and Michelle Rodriguez, and 
one sublimely dumb bit of tag-team 
ass-kicking from Diesel and Johnson.

THE HANGOVER PART III The 
unlikeliest of all the Hangover tril¬ 
ogy's comic implausibilities might 
be its four pampered, rich-boy leads 
unironically calling themselves 
the "Wolf Pack" without anyone 
ever making fun of them. In the old 
slobs-versus-snobs comedies, the 
snooty rich kids were always the 
antagonists, bullying the nerds and 
cheating at cross-camp field days. 

We identified with the slobs because 
Americans like underdogs, and also 
because the slobs were so often 
played by Bill Murray. Now the snobs 
have seized the cultural momentum, 
and with The Hangover Part III direc¬ 
tor Todd Phillips continues casting 
frat dicks as underdog heroes beset 
by foreigners, shrewish women, 


and even animals. "So he killed a 
giraffe—who gives a fuck?" says 
Bradley Cooper, in what amounts 
to a candid articulation of the tril¬ 
ogy's worldview. Cooper's Phil is 
defending the sub-neurotypical Alan 
(Zach Galifianakis), who has, indeed, 
beheaded an adorable giraffe. Unlike 
its predecessors, The Hangover Part 
III doesn't open with the aftermath of 
a substance binge. Alan has quit tak¬ 
ing unspecified meds, causing him to 
behave like an enormous bastard, so 
the "Apple Dumpling Gang"—sorry, 
"Wolf Pack"—agrees to accompany 
him on a cross-country road trip to an 
inpatient psych facility. They're inter¬ 
cepted by the first film's crime boss, 
Black Doug (Mike Epps), and his boss, 
Marshall (John Goodman), who force 
the "Special People's Club"—sorry, 
"Wolf Pack"—to undertake a quest 
for the psychopathic Leslie Chow 
(Dr. Ken Jeong), who has stolen $21 
million in gold bars. The ensuing plot 
involves an elaborate housebreak¬ 
ing, Mexican jail, some dead dogs, 
some dead chickens, base-jumping 
over Las Vegas, and a lot of punching 
down at lower-status characters. (R)

THE BIG WEDDING Justin Zackham's 
vile The Big Wedding opens with 
a foray back through silver-screen 
history. When Ellie (Diane Keaton) 
walks in on her ex-husband, Don 
(Robert De Niro), as he moves to 
perform kitchen-counter cunnilingus 
on his new girlfriend, Bebe (Susan 
Sarandon), it's possible to see aging 
legends of the cinema imagined sud¬ 
denly together, as if Annie Hall and 
Travis Bickle and Louise Sawyer one 
day found themselves playing out 
some producer's laziest scene ideas. 
There is, in other words, a lot of his¬ 
tory in The Big Wedding —a history 
the film not so much squanders as 
utterly defaces. The wedding here 
is an excuse to draw together card¬ 
board characters whose prefab arcs 
end as obviously as they begin. The 
moment we're introduced to virginal 
doctor Jared (Topher Grace), we can 
be assured that we'll see him pop his 
proverbial cherry by film's end. Same 
goes for elder sister Lyla (Katherine 
Heigl), whose pained journey from 
barren womb to baby bump is too 
predictable to bother spoiler-warning. 
All this is held together by casual 
racism. The son about to be married 
is Alejandro (Ben Barnes), adopted 
as a child from Colombia. His bio¬ 


logical mother, the devoutly religious 
Madonna (Patricia Rae), will be visit¬ 
ing for the ceremony, joined by Nuria 
(Ana Ayora), Alejandro's biological 
sister, and together the two represent 
some of the most repugnant foreign 
stereotyping in years. The film divides 
these women—the only non-white 
characters—into a literal mother/ 
whore dichotomy. Nuria is relegated 
to the demeaning role of an exotic 
Other only present to strip nude and 
seduce one of the white male leads.

THE COMPANY YOU KEEP It's time, 
apparently, for the aging ghosts of 
'60s radicalism to once again take 
stock of their sins and compromises. 
Once it gets its walkers moving, 
Robert Redford's The Company You 
Keep nearly plays like a green- 
granola-lefty counterpart to The 
Expendables, a Hollywood Elderhostel 
reunion crowded with septuagenarian 
icons looking back on the righteous¬ 
ness and failures of the Nixon-'Nam 
era with rheumy retirees' eyeballs. 
The story, from Neil Gordon's novel 
about the contemporary fate of a 
few surviving Weather Underground 
fugitives, all but blows a trumpet for 
how rad rad used to be. First Susan 
Sarandon's Vermont housewife, 
her kids all grown up, throws in the 
secret-identity towel and surren¬ 
ders herself to the FBI; from there, 
the dominoes tumble, leading cub 
reporter Shia LaBeouf to uncover the 
similarly fake ID of Redford's upstate 
lawyer, sending this suede-faced ex- 
Weatherman running. The FBI closes 
in, LaBeouf's annoying snoop pesters 
every single other character moti¬ 
vated only by his journalistic creed, 
and withering guest-stars (Julie 
Christie, Sam Elliott, Richard Jenkins, 
a phlegm-plagued Nick Nolte) emerge 
to crinkle and wheeze about the 
good old days of bank robberies and 
protests. Redford's noble Methuselah 
isn't just self-preserving—he's got an 
unseasonably preadolescent daugh¬ 
ter to worry about, and a case for his 
own redemption to make. It's little 
surprise that The Company You Keep 
turns out to be politically chicken- 
hearted—the progressive cant we 
hear sounds idiotic, and political 
principles are seen as pathetic chal¬ 
lenges to the demands of family and 
law and order. Redford succeeds only 
in defanging the idea of resistance 
altogether. Far from engaged, the film 
surrenders in an arthritic faint. (R)

DISCONNECT Identity theft! Cyber bul¬ 
lying! Runaway teens doing lurid cam 


shows! This ambitious, multi-storied, 
state-of-us-all ensemble drama 
plumbs our fears of the plugged-in 
now more stridently than local news 
in TV sweeps. While well-crafted and 
at times moving, screenwriter Andrew 
Stern's cautionary tales can't help 
but feel behind the curve, the news 
they're so urgently sharing already 
fully absorbed by the culture. They 
still build some power, especially the 
central story of a misfit teen (Jonah 
Bobo) getting catfished by a couple 
of bullies—and then the inevitable 
shame of a 15-year-old's nude pix get¬ 
ting shared all over his high school. 
With tenderness and economy, 

Stern and director Henry-Alex Rubin 
humanize all parties, especially the 
bullies and the father of the poor, 
pranked kid; this story accumulates 
serious weight and vitality. That dad 
is played by Jason Bateman, who 
proves adept at drama, although it's 
little surprise when this distracted, 
suit-and-tie middle-management 
type winds up in a hopeless brawl 
on a suburban lawn, as that's in 
the cards for all Jason Bateman 
characters. A less involving thread 
involves TV news reporter (Andrea 
Riseborough) getting too close to a 
male runaway (Max Thieriot) who 
masturbates on webcam. Then 
there's the long-soured married 
couple whose accounts get drained 
via the usual cyber-pilferers—this 
family seems to have the same do- 
nothing, plot-advancing credit card 
company Bateman had in Identity 
Thief. That said, one of their moments 
resonates: husband and wife (Paula 
Patton and Alexander Skarsgard), 
each with the other's Internet his¬ 
tory laid bare, finally coming to see 
each other. Disconnect might play 
better a decade from now, when 
it's more clearly a compendium of 
contemporary fears rather than some 
dire expression of them. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

42 A likable hagiography as nuanced 
as a plaque at the Cooperstown 
Hall of Fame, Brian Helgeland's 
Jackie Robinson bio 42 finds a politic 
solution to the challenge Quentin 
Tarantino faced last year with Django 
Unchanged: Howto craft a crowd¬ 
pleasing multiplex period piece 
whose villain is, essentially, "all white 
people"? Helgeland solves this by—to 
flip a racist phrase of the day—show¬ 
ing us that Brooklyn Dodgers GM 
Branch Rickey (a phlegmatic Harrison 
Ford) is one of the good ones, a white 
guy who transcended his upbringing 
to become a credit to his race. In 
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behavior approaches stalking, Germain 
thrills at Claude's account of all this, 
urging him to proceed with his story— 
and, by proxy, his behavior toward 
Rapha's family. "It lacks a conflict," 
Germain tells Claude, sounding like an 
exasperated filmmaker. In the House 
creates something far more original 
than the same old heart-pounding. 
Germain's meta-narrative commentary 
ensures an alienating effect, and 
therein lies the refreshing uniqueness: 
Since Hitchcock's films are perpetu¬ 
ally analyzed by film theorists, why not 
provide the space for such analysis 
within a thriller itself? As the narrative 
gamesmanship ramps up—Germain 
becomes the audience's surrogate and 
advocate, demanding more conflict; 
Claude begins to criticize Germain's 
criticism from within the stories them¬ 
selves— In the House investigates a 
far tougher riddle than what makes 
Claude tick—it's trying to figure out 
why, exactly, voyeurism and mys¬ 
tery delight us so. In the process, it 
delights.

IRON MAN 3 Where has Robert Downey 
Jr. gone? There's no doubt he's the 
star of Iron Man 3; he sprints through 
the picture like a neurotic panther. And 
yet he's curiously absent, detached in 
a Zenlike way from the whole affair. 
The nakedness that defines his best 
performances has become, paradoxi¬ 
cally, a kind of mask, not unlike the 
sleek, airbrushed-looking one he 
wears as the superhero incarnation of 
cocky kajillionaire Tony Stark. Today, 
Downey could play Stark in his sleep. 
The jittery self-doubt, the look-at-me 
hubris, the Boy Scout cluelessness 
about women: He's become so profi¬ 
cient in his believability that you can 
hardly believe a minute of it. Maybe 
you don't need to believe much in 


Iron Man 3. This is the first in 
the franchise to be directed by 
Shane Black, and only the second 
picture the prolific action screen¬ 
writer has made. (The first was 
the marvelously nerve-jangling 
Kiss Kiss Bang Bang , also starring 
Downey.) On the plus side, Black 
has a puckish sense of humor, and 
shows a healthy resistance to the 
comic-booky self-seriousness of 
the Batman movies. The villains in 
Iron Man 3, for example, include 
the Mandarin, a pointy-bearded 
sage who's half Osama bin Laden, 
half Ming the Merciless. He's 
played with bug-eyed hamminess 
by Ben Kingsley, and the movie 
is spooky, silly, or both whenever 
he's onscreen. But the big prob¬ 
lems with Iron Man 3 are less spe¬ 
cific to the movie itself than they 
are characteristic of the hyper¬ 
malaise that's infected so many 
current mega-blockbusters—too 
much plot, too much action, 
too many characters, too many 
pseudo-feelings. The mechanics 
of Iron Man 3 are complex and 
rambunctious, like Keystone Kops, 
bouncing off one another and 
ultimately canceling one another 
out. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

LOVE IS ALL YOU NEED Some 
things are charming about 
European films that ape 
Hollywood, the same way that 
seeing yourself reflected through 
a funhouse mirror can be. The 
sentiments aren't quite as sac¬ 
charine. The obnoxious charac¬ 
ters are a touch nastier. Some 
subplots aren't tidily resolved. 

Yet despite those deviations, the 
gist is essentially the same. Such 
is the case with Love Is All You 
Need, Susanne Bier's take on 
a Nancy Meyers rom-com. It's 
all here, from the house-porn of 
Italian seaside villas to the farci¬ 
cal tale of couples forged and 
dissolved. Philip (Pierce Brosnan) 
and Ida (Trine Dyrholm) are given 
a wholly unnecessary meet-cute 






version of F. Scott Fitzgerald's novel 
than a movie version of Jay Gatsby 
himself. It's polished to a handsome 
sheen and possesses no class or 
taste beyond the kind you can buy. 

And those are the reasons to love it. 
The performers often look lost, but the 
movie moves, breathes, and has color 
on its side. Though Fitzgerald couldn't 
have known it, he wrote a scene 
tailor-made for 3-D, the one in which 
Gatsby rummages through his collec¬ 
tion of brilliantly colored silk shirts and 
tosses one after another toward his 
lady love. In Luhrmann's vision, they 
float down around Daisy like poly¬ 
chrome snowflakes. It's all so fake. It 
should all be so horrible. But really, 
all Luhrmann has done is build a crazy 
art deco Taj Mahal to the glory of The 
Great Gatsby. Like Gatsby, Luhrmann 
is a faker but not a phony. Fitzgerald 
knew the difference. Can we see it, 
too? (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

INTHE HOUSE A charming display 
of auto-critique, In the House is a 
cocktail of one part Shadow of a 
Doubt, one part Rear Window, and 
two parts Jacques Derrida: It's not 
so much a thriller as a playful 
deconstruction thereof, allow¬ 
ing characters to comment 
on their own roles in the 
narrative. Most of the com¬ 
mentary comes from Germain 
(Fabrice Luchini), who teaches 
literature at a suburban French 
high school, where his students 
might be characterized as barely 
sentient. But one, Claude (Ernst 
Umhauer), has a gift for storytelling. 
Claude's writings detail his increas¬ 
ingly creepy involvement with his 
friend Rapha's (Bastien Ughetto) fam¬ 
ily. Claude spies on Rapha's gorgeous 
mom (Emmanuelle Seigner) and as his 


the first half, the big moments of drift 
past like parade floats: well-crafted, 
incidentally arresting, but not strung 
together into a dramatic narrative. 
Things pick up the closer Robinson 
gets to Ebbets Field—here a video- 
game recreation that never quite fools 
the eye. In the majors, we have a 
story, one that grows more and more 
compelling right up until the climax's 
ridiculously protracted slow-mo baser¬ 
unning. Some Dodgers revolt against 
Robinson's arrival, pitchers aim for 
his face, and a Philadelphia coach 
shouts "You don't belong here! Get 
that through your thick monkey skull!" 
A dusty intimacy distinguishes the 
baseball scenes, which are excellent, 
if abbreviated. Robinson's duels with 
pitchers are especially involving, both 
at the plate and on base, where he 
harrows the bastards like Bugs Bunny 
might Elmer Fudd. Chadwick Boseman 
(playing Robinson) mostly man¬ 
ages to play a flesh-and-blood man 
despite 42's attempts to present him 
as a statue just unveiled. Movingly, 
as Robinson suffers the white 
world's abuse, Boseman's 
eyes moisten, red¬ 
den, and finally 
seem to scab over 
with anger and 
hurt. (PG-13)

THE GREAT 

GATSBY There's 
a scene in Baz 
Luhrmann's The 
Great Gatsby in which 
Leonardo DiCaprio's 
hyperrich, super- 
awkward Jay Gatsby 
takes it upon himself to 
redecorate the bachelor 
pad of his less-prosperous 
friend, Nick Carraway 
(Tobey Maguire). Gatsby's 
old flame, Daisy Buchanan 
(Carey Mulligan), is coming 
to Nick's for tea. Eager to 
impress her, Gatsby has 
brought in boughs draped 
with explosive white flow¬ 
ers, macaroons in every 
color of the paintbox, and 
tiered cakes straight out 
of Marie Antoinette's 
court. "You think it's too 
much?" he asks Nick. 

Nick offers the polite 
answer: "I think it's what 
you want." The Great 
Gatsby is both too much 
and what Luhrmann 
wants, less a movie 
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(she crashes her car into his) on the way 
from Denmark to Italy, where Philip's son 
is marrying Ida's daughter. As extended 
family joins, the film veers from the 
dramatic (Ida has breast cancer and 
her husband has left her) to the comic 
(the husband arrives, floozy in tow) to 
the farcical and back again. Formulaic 
despite its trespasses, Love Is All You 
Need leaves the lingering sensation that 
more fun could have been had if the film 
cut loose and lived a little, as its central 
characters ultimately—if unoriginally— 
learn. Its strongest moments come when 
Bier exceeds the expectations of the 
genre, as glimpsed in an incorrigibly 
narcissistic aunt (Paprika Steen) or a key 
character's uncertainty about his sexual 
orientation. In other moments the viewer 
may sense the whirring of an assembly 
line's gears obediently at work. (R)

MIDNIGHT'S CHILDREN One of the most 
beguiling of the stories knotted up in 
Salman Rushdie's 1981 novel Midnight's 
Children concerns a lovelorn doctor, his 
beautiful patient, and that timeless exem¬ 
plar of old-world prudishness: a sheet 
with a hole in it. That courtship sings 
onscreen, too, in Deepa Mehta's adapta¬ 
tion of a novel stubbornly resistant to 
adaptation. Still, so lavish and unwieldy 
is the book that a film of it can't help 
but feel like a helpless reduction, like a 
bucket of water passed off as an ocean. 
Or, more to the point: Watching this is 
like seeing the highlights of Midnight's 
Children, one at a time, through a hole 
in a sheet. The doctor, Aadam (Rajat 
Kapoor), is the grandfather of Saleem 
(Satya Bhabha),the novel's narrator, a 
man "handcuffed to history"—Saleem 
is born at the stroke of midnight the day 
India achieved its independence, and 
his life doubles the experience of his 
homeland. In Rushdie's novel, Saleem 
has hundreds of pages to chart the twin¬ 
ing, allusive history of him, his country, 
and the hundreds of other children born 
on that midnight, all of whom seem to 
have superpowers and hold meetings in 
each others' dreams. Also, Saleem has 
a magic nose and is switched at birth 
with another baby, a boy who doomed 
to a life of poverty and resentment while 
Saleem is given the advantage of wealth. 
The movie, meanwhile, has just two and 
a half hours to cram all this in. When 
you're trying to allegorize some 40 years' 
worth of history through the experience 
of a super-snooted child of destiny, is it 
essential to open with the erotic meet- 
cute of his grandparents? (Not Rated)

MUD Has anyone ever been so perfectly 
cast as Matthew McConaughey in 
Dazed and Confused ? Sculpted entirely 
of charisma and cheekbones yet still 
seedier than a stash of gym-locker pot, 
McConaughey's radiant stoner exempli¬ 
fied high school promise gone bad. 
he looked like the little man of top of 
trophies, just horny, stupid, sapped of 
ambition, and only likely to use his physi¬ 
cal gifts for the least public-spirited of 
ends. Mud, written and directed by Jeff 
Nichols, is the latest in McConaughey's 
campaign for re-consideration as a great 
American actor. He plays full burnout, 
a starving fugitive hiding out on a small 
island in the Mississippi. When discov¬ 
ered by a pair of likable local kids, Ellis 
(Tye Sheridan) and Neckbone (Jacob 
Lofland), McConaughey lays out the 
back story you might wish was more 
original. There's a woman he's waiting 
for, a crime of chivalrous passion, the 
usual thugs out to get him. Will the kids 
keep his secret—and even help him 
get where he's going? The mode here 
is boys' adventure, the Twain and the 
Great Expectations mixed up with rural 
naturalism. The boys talk about "titties" 
and wear camo pants; early on we see 


them pilot a small boat down the tributary 
they live on and into the great Mississippi 
itself, a rousing sequence that suggests 
the danger and wildness of the adult¬ 
hood they're surging toward. At moments 
like this, Mud is honest and involving, 
touched with life as it's actually lived. Too 
bad that it settles into melodrama. The 
climax feels copy-pasted from episodes 
of Justified, the action comically out of 
proportion to the small story preceding it.

PAIN & GAIN Doesn't America promise 
riches and luxury to people who deserve 
it? Daniel Lugo—the lead in Michael 
Bay's neon-noir ode to Miami, muscle 
tone, and the modern American dream— 
believes so, but is stuck as an underpaid 
personal trainer at Miami Lakes' Sun 
Gym, where he boosts the confidence 
of customers far less chiseled than he 
and dreams of a better (read: richer) life. 
So, together with some muscle-bound 
accomplices, Lugo plots to kidnap his 
rich and ever-sneering Colombian client 
Victor Kershaw (Tony Shalhoub) and tor¬ 
ture him until he gives up everything he 
owns: his swanky mansion, successful 
deli, bright orange speedboat, the works. 
Bay's film is based on, and mostly faithful 
to, a true story penned by Pete Collins for 
the Miami New Times in late 1999. The 
Sun Gym Gang isn't made up of profes¬ 
sional mobsters. They're musclebound 
egotists with a sense of importance 
more inflated than their steroid-pumped 
pecs, and Bay wastes no opportunity for 
laughs at their bungling. Dressed in mili¬ 
tary fatigues, they show up at Kershaw's 
home expecting to catch him alone; he's 
hosting a Seder. Though this story needs 
no embellishment, Bay can't help him¬ 
self. He adds wild shoot-outs, slow-mo 
effects, Instagram-esque freeze-frames, 
and B-movie-style gore. (Those who 
remember the Sun Gym Gang's murdered 
victims probably won't appreciate seeing 
one of their heads explode like a pumpkin 
beneath a falling barbell weight.) When 
the story crashes into a too-perfect end¬ 
ing, it's because Bay was led astray by 
the same things that got the Sun Gym 
Gang into this mess in the first place: 
superficiality, ambition, and the belief 
that reality just isn't good enough. (R)

THE PLACE BEYOND THE PINES Blue 
Valentine director Derek Cianfrance 
makes a concerted stab at the epic with 
this two-and-a-half-hour roundelay of 
failed fathers and unloved sons trapped 
in a vicious cycle of emasculated rage. 
Ryan Gosling (and his chiseled abdomen) 
stars as a motorcycle stunt driver in a 


traveling carnival who, upon learning 
he's fathered an infant son, puts down 
roots in upstate New York and becomes 
an armed bank robber instead. He even¬ 
tually crosses paths with a rookie cop (a 
terrific Bradley Cooper), who becomes 
the central figure of the movie's second 
act, a charismatic climber in a precinct 
full of dirty cops (one played—in a folly 
of typecasting—by Ray Liotta). Finally, 
it's 15 years later, and the sons of both 
cop and robber (excellent newcomers 
Emory Cohen and Dane DeHaan) find 
themselves sorting out their entwined 
destinies. Cianfrance's third feature has a 
go-for-broke, everything-l-ever-wanted- 
to-put-into-a-movie quality to it; it seems 
to have been conceived in a dazed rush 
after marathon readings of Aeschylus, 
Hemingway and Larry Brown. But while 
the acting is excellent, the metaphors 
are heavy, the plotting thin and repetitive. 
Sure to inspire indifference and cultish 
admiration in nearly equal measure, 
this extravagant mess may someday be 
reevaluated as a misunderstood master¬ 
piece. (R) Scott Foundas. Countywide. 

STAR TREK INTO DARKNESS Picture 
Zero Dark Thirty with bright pullovers 
and laser guns and you'll have Star Trek 
Into Darkness, whose heavy-handed 
political parallels just might feel smart in 
a summer of Vin Diesel crashing cars. 

In the opening minutes, Khan Noonien 
Singh (Benedict Cumberbatch) terrorizes 
London, then makes like Osama and flees 
to the mountains of an enemy planet, 
causing Starfleet Admiral Marcus (Peter 
Weller) to order his assassination, sans 
trial. Here justice will be served by the 
blubbering James T. Kirk (Chris Pine), 
who so bleeds his humanity across 
the Enterprise's deck that it's a wonder 
Chekhov (Anton Yelchin) doesn't slip. 
Again, the central conflict is between 
the Captain's swaggering impetuousness 
and the cold-blooded logic of First Mate 
Spock (Zachary Quinto). After setting 
up its War on Terror allusions, Star 
Trek Into Darkness becomes Paradise 
Lost in Space: It's a battle for the good 
captain's soul, as Kirk is torn between 
Spock's wisdom and Admiral Marcus' 
war-mongering. Can Khan destroy him 
simply by smashing his moral code? J.J. 
Abrams externalizes Kirk's turmoil by 
making him spend every second scene 
suffering unsolicited advice about what 
to do. The character feels neutered, 
despite an early romp where he beds 
twin hotties with tails. His only real love 
is for the Enterprise, that hermaphroditic 
ship shaped like three phalluses and a 
flattened boob. Abrams, meanwhile, lifts 


Star Trek II: The Wrath of Khan's climax, 
thievery that will enrage the devout as 
it suggests the Star Trek saga is merely 
a game of Mad Libs in which he plugs 
characters and catastrophes. (PG-13)

STORIES WE TELL Jean-Luc Godard said, 
"All you need for a movie is a girl and 
a gun." But really, all you need is a girl, 
preferably a charismatic one with a 
secret in her heart. Director and actress 
Sarah Polley has found that girl: her own 
mother. Polley's documentary, Stories 
We Tell, attempts to unravel some of the 
mysteries of her own family's life. This 
wondrous, absorbing little picture covers 
a great deal of winding meta-territory, 
reflecting on the ways in which a single 
family's story can be told—or maybe, 
more accurately, examining the idea 
that there's no such thing as a "single 
story." One girl, as Sarah Polley learns, 
can actually be many girls in one. Polley 


opens by introducing us to her cast of 
characters: her father, Michael Polley, 
an assortment of family friends, and 
various siblings and stepsiblings, all of 
whom look a little like Polley—and yet 
don't. The director has assembled this 
tribunal to reassemble the story of her 
late mother, Diane, a woman we get to 
know gradually through home-movie 
footage, re-creations that have the look 
and feel of that home-movie footage, and 
recollections from the people who knew 
and loved her. She shapes the picture 
into a riddle that keeps us guessing every 
minute, and what she ends up with is so 
oddly shaped that it could be categorized 
an experimental film. But it's too warm 
to be off-putting. There's no way, Polley 
concludes, to tell a reliably true tale. But 
this particular story, which begins and 
ends with a woman's face, feels true 
enough.

I ndian weddings are famously epic. Atthe 
first one I attended, the altar was set up 
as a royal throne, friends and family danced 
Bollywood-style in an opening parade, and 
the groom rode in on a white horse! (He origi¬ 
nally wanted an elephant, but the Marriott 
wouldn't go for it.) 

Oh, and the clothes! So many gorgeous 
saris. As a non-Indian guest, I couldn't help 
but feel a little drab in my dress from the mall. 

If only something such as Borrow It 
Bindaas (www.borrowitbindaas.com) existed 
backthen.The Orange-based online boutique 
offers an array of special-occasion Indian 
apparel and accessories for rent. It's basi¬ 
cally the Netflix of Indian fashion. 

The company was started by twin sisters 
and UC Irvine grads Siddhi and Riddhi Khara 
after being invited to nine Indian weddings 
in one year. "We were like, 'It's becoming 
really pricey to buy all these outfits we're 
only gonna wear once,"' Siddhi says. "With 
pictures on Facebook, repeating an outfit is 
notan option." 

A lavish sari, an Indian wardrobe staple, 
can run $400 or more. And Siddhi notes that 
many in the States don't have easy access to 
Indian fashion. "People may not live near a 
Little India, orthe inventory at their local shop 
may be very outdated," she explains. 

So they came up with the idea for Borrow 
It Bindaas, and launched the site in 2011. In 
Hindi, the word "bindaas" means hassle-free, 
which is exactly what the sisters want the 
rental process to be. Customers select from 
a variety of saris, lehengas (long skirts) and 
salwar karmeez (traditional trouser-and-tunic 
ensembles), all available for a fraction of the 
retail price. The garments are then shipped 
to them with a "Bindaas Kit" filled with tutori¬ 
als, safety pins, bindis and everything else 
they might need for the soiree. Once they're 
done, the customer simply ships it all back in 
a postage-paid envelope, and the company 
takes care of dry cleaning and tailoring. If 
they happen to fall in love with the piece, 
there's an option to purchase it as well. 

Borrow It Bindaas was originally created 
for the South Asian community, but now 70 
percent of the clientele is of other ethnic 
backgrounds. One customer was throwing a 
Bollywood-inspired theme party for her 40th 
birthday and needed something to wear. "It's 
really nice to see people embracing the cul¬ 
ture," Siddhi says. 

Through the rentals, the 
26-year-old entrepreneur 
wants to give people an 
experience they normally 
wouldn't be able to afford. 

"Think of it as borrowing 
from your friend's closet," 
she says.

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(Rob Downs) who tells him the work 
ethic isn’t part of their culture and they’re 
happy not having jobs. But the most inter¬ 
esting minor characters are Carl’s wife 
(Pam Paulson), who doesn’t understand 
the rapid deterioration of her husband, 
and Walter (Dan Merket), a crackpot 
conspiracy theorist whom Carl meets in 
a bar. In Korder’s most prescient concoc¬ 
tion, Walter tells Carl that Hitler faked 
the Holocaust due to his being a pawn of 
the “Zionist-Banker Conspiracy.” When 
the piece was written, talk of turning 
major American cities into death camps 
would get you blank stares; today, you’d 
get a million fucking hits on YouTube. 

Some could hear Walter’s ranting and 
think, “Wow, if some guy writing about 
this 25 years ago knew it, then it’s further 
evidence it’s really happening, right?” 
Maybe. But the two scenes in which Wal¬ 
ter appears aren’t in this play because 
Korder is tearing the veil off some sin¬ 
ister conspiracy. The first time we meet 
Walter, immediately after Carl is fired, 
Carl reacts as though he’s any reason¬ 
able human being—he gets out of the bar 
as quickly as possible. The second time, 
near the play’s end, he and his comrades 
are having a meeting, and Carl is there by 
choice. By this point, Carl’s fragile psyche 
is evident. He’s desperate, confused, 
looking for something, anything, to make 
sense. And this small cabal of patriots 
is merely a modern version of snake-oil 
salesmen, playing on the fear and inse¬ 
curities of people who feel, as does Carl, 
that they are just nobodies, but, by God, at 
least they know what’s really going on! 

Enter: a rifle. 

If there is any truth to the adage that an 
artist’s main responsibility is to hold up a 
mirror to society, then the image reflected 
in the fractured glass of these 25-year-old 
plays is that our current paranoia and 
hostility to one another isn’t a reaction. 
It’s a culture.

M onsanto’s poisonous fumes wreak¬ 
ing havoc on the environment. 
Anti-IRS, global-conspiracy theo¬ 
rists meeting in clandestine patriot groups. 
The simmering anger of the white working 
class, underemployed and overlooked in the 
country their people built. 

Sounds like anywhere in America 2013, 
but it’s actually part of the backdrop in two 
one-act plays written more than 25 years 
ago by Howard Korder: Fun and Nobody. 
First produced in 1987, the loosely con¬ 
nected pieces are precursors to the sweep¬ 
ing works that Korder (who now writes for 
Boardwalk Empire) subsequently created, 
Search and Destroy and The Hollow Lands, 
both brutal indictments of the American 
Dream as told through a series of wealth- 
obsessed, morally vacuous characters. The 
characters are smaller in these one-acts, 
their concerns more parochial. But the 
same sense of people adrift in a world with 
no safe place flows throughout each—as 
does seething frustration, confusion and 
anger. Again, just like America 2013. 

First up is Fun. It’s the slighter of the 
two, mainly because it follows the events 
in a day and night of two 15-year-old boys, 
Denny (Adam Poynter) and Casper (For¬ 
rest Orta). There’s nothing particularly 
intriguing about either. By every indica¬ 
tion, they’re average, lower-middle-class, 
white teenagers in the mid-1980s. They 
dabble in alcohol and harder stuff, but 
they’re still just kids, condemned to hang 
out in malls and atop bridges over free¬ 
ways, from which they hurl obscenities at 
the trash-spewing occupants of the cars 
below. While Casper at least frets about 


the future—whether to join the army or 
go to a trade school—Denny is all about 
the moment. And he despises every one of 
those moments. His fuck-this attitude is 
obviously a self-defense mechanism, but 
with it is a percolating rage that makes 
him interesting to watch. Or at least it 
should. Both actors try too hard to act as 
though they are teenagers, whether it’s 
high-pitched voices or bouncing around 
as if excited puppies. Some of that would 
be fine, but they’re just too up for the most 
part, which prevents the jagged edges, par¬ 
ticularly of Denny, from making much of a 
bite. Director Jeffrey Kieviet needed to find 
a way to lower the treble of his cast and 
increase the bass. 

Nobody is the gem of the two plays. 

Now it’s Denny’s father, Carl (a splendid 
Rick Kopps), who is the center of atten¬ 
tion in a series of short scenes that chart 
his trajectory from his firing at a well-paid 
factory job to his mental unraveling. The 
sense of one man pushed to a breaking 
point is reminiscent of the 1993 film Fall¬ 
ing Down, except there is nothing anti¬ 
heroic about Carl. As the play’s title sug¬ 
gests, he’s a nobody, someone who, when 
confronted with slings and arrows, turns 
to the bottle, get-rich-quick schemes, 
Bewitched and the lunatic fringe. But 
nothing works—even a sexual tryst with a 
friend of his wife’s is unfulfilling. 

Along the way, we meet a parade of 
eccentric characters, from Carl’s prick- 
ish boss (Michael LaForte), who tells 
him being “retrenched” isn’t terrible, 
but rather an opportunity for personal 
growth, to his Mexican-bashing friend 
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Little Guy, Big Moves

Breakin’2 
tried to be bad. They were like, “We’re going 
to make a terrible movie with a kick-ass 
soundtrack.” No movie exemplifies the ’80s 
themes and breakdancing more than Brea¬ 
kin’ 2: Electric Boogaloo. You can’t get any 
more gangster than that. 

3. DR. DRE, "STILL D.R.E." 

Speaking of gangster, this isn’t a traditional 
breakdancing song because it’s more of a 
Crip-walk song. But if this song ever plays in 
a club, everyone tries to C-walk, and when 
white people try to C-walk, it’s just hilarious 
because it looks as though they are tripping 
on themselves. Whenever this song plays, 

I always know I can start C-walking, and a

little circle will form around me, and the 
crowd will go crazy. “Still D.R.E.” keeps 
it gangster, and I also have to throw one 
of these songs on the list because I’m still 
scared of Suge Knight.

New York can be some of the most badass 
rappers of all time. If you go up to rappers 
nowadays and say, “Did you know that one 
of the greatest rappers of all time had the 
last name of Horovitz?” they’d probably just 
laugh in your face. But it’s true! 

1. REAL MCCOY, "ANOTHER NIGHT" 

This is something everyone will laugh at 
me for, but I don’t care because it’s my list! 
This song reminds me of my childhood so 
much. If you know this song, then you know 
it’s not really a breakdancing song, and it’s 
not really a hip-hop song, but it’s a song that 
exemplifies ’90s dance-club music. For me, 
Wednesdays were free-skate days at Stuart’s 
Rollerworld, and they would play this song 
every time. That’s when you would flip 
backward, go up on two wheels, ride one 
skate on the side of the hockey board, jump 
the red line.

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Inside the Psycho Circus 

Breaking down the brilliant branding of Insane Clown Posse

I f you want to see what Shaggy 2 Dope 
calls “the central nervous system” of Psy¬ 
chopathic Records (and, by proxy, its star 
attraction, Insane Clown Posse, or ICP), 
you have to head to Farmington Hills. The 
prosperous Michigan city located some 30 
miles from Detroit houses the brick-and- 
mortar incarnation of the label launched 
in the early 1990s by ICP’s Shaggy (a.k.a. 
Joseph Utsler) and Violent J (a.k.a. Joseph 
Bruce), plus associates. Utsler describes the 
headquarters as “a two-story office struc¬ 
ture with a huge warehouse in the back” 
and estimates it has more than 20,000 
square feet. All basic Psychopathic tasks are 
conducted within the building, including 
the shipment of merchandise, recording 
(in Psychopathic’s “Lotus Pod” studio) 
and weekly staff meetings. “Everybody 
that works at Psychopathic, they’re not 
just drones—you know what I’m saying? 

We only hire thinkers and doers. We don’t 
just hire people that sit around, surfing the 
Internet, trying to get a check,” says Utsler, 
who guesses that Psychopathic employs 40 
people (not counting tour-related hires). 

The Farmington Hills complex isn’t 
remarkable just because it represents an 
independent label doing so well in 2013, 
but because it symbolizes just one piece of 
the Psychopathic empire. In nearby Novi, 
Michigan, Psychopathic runs a smaller 
facility focused on manufacturing the 
nitty-gritty. Then there’s the myriad pies 
Psychopathic and ICP have their fingers in: 
the careers of musicians signed to the label, 
events promotion, a pro-wrestling promo¬ 
tion, a hot line and ICP’s own tours, among 
others. All this from people whom Utsler 
calls “high school dropouts with no busi¬ 
ness sense whatsoever.” 

“A lot of people around here say that 
Psychopathic was founded off nerds and 
thugs—the nerd aspects were the thinkers, 
and thugs were the ones that made sure 
the money was right,” he says with a 
chuckle. 

By now, ICP have become such 
promi¬ 
nent pop- 
culture 
public 
enemies 
that little 
is said 
about the 
good things 
musicians of all stripes should be taking 
from the rappers’ success. The young and 
hungry shouldn’t be cribbing ICP’s taste for 
grease paint, mystical allusions, X-rated lyr¬ 
ics or ambitious concept albums, but rather 
how the Posse have managed to build and 
maintain such a massive enterprise. 

The foundation that everything ICP and 
Psychopathic rests on is made of Juggalos 
and Juggalettes, the band and label’s fleet 
of ardent supporters. ICP built an audience 


through touring hard and releasing music 
with a take-no-prisoners style and—to a 
certain degree—shock value that clicked 
with a niche. It also didn’t hurt that ICP 
kept Psychopathic’s name synonymous 
with the band’s while their albums had 
major-label distribution in the late 1990s; 
after ICP returned to releasing records 
solely on Psychopathic, the brand still had a 
lot of momentum behind it. 

Naming the Juggalo fan base, writing 
frequent shout-outs and having a logo as 
iconic as the Hatchetman helped galvanize 
the fans into a visible, united force. ICP ear¬ 
nestly emphasize they would stick with this 
relatively underground base rather than 
ever attempt a move into the mainstream, 
which has helped to make them appear to 
be a cause worth aligning with. 

When the FBI classified Juggalos as a 
“loosely organized hybrid gang” in 2011 
because of crimes committed by alleged 
fans, it provided its share of problems. 
According to Utsler, Spencer’s and Hot 
Topic were among the chains that stopped 
carrying the group’s merchandise because 
it qualified as gang apparel. Several Jugga¬ 
los have also complained of alleged harass¬ 
ment from the authorities, and ICP went 
so far as to file a lawsuit against the FBI 
in September 2012 to have the gang asso¬ 
ciation formally 
removed. But 


on a com¬ 
munal level, 
this ordeal 
was great 
for strength¬ 
ening the 
commitment 
Psy¬ 


chopathic, ICP and Juggalos bring to one 
another. Being marginalized and mocked 
just can’t hurt these entities because they 
won’t let it happen. 

After ICP experienced a surge in media 
coverage circa 2010 through their viral video 
“Miracles,” a. Saturday Night Live sketch 
lampooning a Gathering of the Juggalos 
infomercial and other perfect-storm factors, 
the group embraced their revived role in 
the national conversation. The band enjoy 
media exposure when they get it—even 
when they’re condemned—because it only 
makes them seem more vital and allows 
them to attract more listeners, Utsler says. 

“As far as us ever being straight-up main¬ 
stream, it’ll never fucking happen. We’re just 
not interested in that. We’re interested in the 
Juggalo nation,” he says. “But, of course, we 
absolutely love spreading our music as far 
as we can to as many listeners as possible. 

I want people that bump country music 
bumping our shit. Everybody [should be 
doing it]. There’s nothing wrong with that.”

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The Doors of Deception 

Drummer John Densmore’s new book revisits 
the legendary band’s litigative legacy

I t was 1968. The Doors were rehearsing. During a 
break, an agitated Jim Morrison confronted key¬ 
boardist Ray Manzarek, guitarist Robby Krieger 
and drummer John Densmore, launching into a 
profanity-laced tirade over a betrayal of the band’s 
ethos. The others had contractually agreed to allow 
Buick to use “Light My Fire” for commercial adver¬ 


tising without the singer/poet’s approval. 

“This was a guy who was incapable of compro¬ 
mise and believed so much in all our songs that he 
said he would smash a Buick on television with a 
sledgehammer if we okayed ‘Come On, Buick, Light 
My Fire,”’ Densmore says. 

Thirty-five years after the ordeal, with Morrison

long gone, the drummer found himself at 
odds with his band mates over the use of 
their name. Manzarek and Krieger had 
refashioned themselves as a touring act 
called the Doors of the 21st Century, with 
Ian Astbury of the Cult handling vocal 
duties. The new band advertised their 
July 25, 2003, show at the Pacific Amphi¬ 
theater in Costa Mesa using the famous 
Doors logo with a background image of 
the 1967 Strange Days album cover; the 
words “21st Century” appeared in barely 
discernible lettering. 

Densmore filed a lawsuit in 2003 for 
breach of contract and trademark infringe¬ 
ment. The ensuing legal drama fills the 
pages of Densmore’s new book, The Doors 
Unhinged: Jim Morrison’s Legacy Goes on 
Trial. It threads through the arguments 
of the court case while expanding on 
the author’s own social philosophy, par¬ 
ticularly on the question of selling songs 
for commercial advertising. “What do 
you think about ‘Break On Through’ to a 
new deodorant or ‘Love Me Two Times’ 
because I just took Viagra?” he asks. 

Manzarek and Krieger responded to 
Densmore with a countersuit seeking $40 
million in damages. Their lawyers took 
heavy-handed attempts at undermining 
Densmore’s credibility, at one point even 
accusing the drummer of funding al-Qaeda. 

“Many times I thought, ‘What the hell 
am I doing? This integrity is making me a 
real lonely guy,”’ he says. “‘Is it worth it?”’ 

But Morrison’s legacy was on his side. 
Back before fame shone upon the Doors, 
the singer suggested collectively shar¬ 
ing all the songwriting credits and giving 
each member veto power. This idealism 
wasn’t solely part of the band’s lore, but 
also sealed in the legal documents of the 
Doors Music Co., amended at the behest 
of Morrison himself before departing to 
Paris and beyond in 1971. “They didn’t 
have a case,” Densmore reflects. “We had 
a contract saying we all own the name.” 

More than two years after the initial 
filing, the judge agreed, finding Manzarek 
and Krieger liable for false advertising 
and ordering them to stop performing 
under any name utilizing “The Doors” 
without everyone’s written consent. 

Sadly, Manzarek’s death this week at the 
age of 74 after a long battle with cancer 
dashes any chances of an onstage reunion. 

After learning Manzarek’s passing in 
Paris, the drummer released a statement. 
“It was like we were of one mind, holding 
down the foundation for Robby and Jim 
to float on top of,” Densmore says. “I will 
miss my musical brother.” 

Even though the process of mending 
ties with his band mates had only begun, it 
does offer some consolation as Densmore 
tries to look toward the future. “In the last 
section, I got a little emotional writing how, 
of course, I love Ray and Robby because of 
what we created together,” he says.

T ijuana Panthers might come off as laid- 
back surfers, but that doesn't mean 
they don't appreciate a good sword fight 
every now and then. Their video for "Tony's 
Song" manages to juxtapose the spangling, 
power-pop single onto a polished produc¬ 
tion of swashbuckling action that's equal 
parts Zorro and Monty Python. At one point, 
bandleader Chad Wachtel cuts off the 
arm of the story's protagonist, then picks 
it up and dances around with it as though 
it were a woozy prom date. Even with the 
serious amount of success they achieved 
in the past year, an opportunity to goof off is 
rarely lost on them. 

Wachtel met bassist Dan Michicoff and 
drummer Phil Shaheen via a community 
youth group, and after filtering through vari¬ 
ous side projects, the trio formed Tijuana 
Panthers in 2006. The band quickly devel¬ 
oped a sturdy word-of-mouth following, 
releasing 45s and eventually making an LP 
that moved them out of the garage and into 
such Long Beach venues as Alex's Bar and 
Que Sera. Now established veterans of the 
scene, they find themselves dueling with 
unforeseen success. 

The group maintain they're "just a bunch 
of mellow dudes" holding down day jobs, 
but their work environments suggest oth¬ 
erwise. Last year, when Shaheen informed 
his high-school art students that his band 
earned a spot on the 2012 Coachella lineup, 
the kids immediately advised him to quit. "I 


laughed and thought, 'These guys have no 
clue.' It does open doors—we're on a label 
now, and people know about us—but it's 
funny the perceptions that go along with 
playing Coachella." 

Perceptions aside, there's no denying 
the forward progress the band continue 
to experience. After signing with LA label 
Innovative Leisure, the group made an 
album that intertwines their humorously 
haunted lyrics, catchy riffs and dreamy 
vocals into a flurry of thrashing, punk- 
tinged surf rock. Semi-Sweet is slated for 
release Tuesday. Not only have Tijuana 
Panthers landed on lineups with many 
of their childhood heroes (including the 
Buzzcocks, Jello Biafra and the Dead Milk¬ 
men), but they also created an early buzz 
that helped to pave the way for a surf-rock 
revival in Southern California. 

"When Chad and I started playing surf in 
2003, there was a niche for [surf rock], but 
it wasn't popular. No one would be playing 
Coachella, and there weren't bands coming 
up like there was in the late 2000s," Shaheen 
says. "Now, youth culture is grabbing onto 
this sound, which is nice. It's weird to be 
playing the same kind of music for this many 
years, and finally, there's a ton of kids out. 

It's not because we've been playing a cer¬ 
tain amount of time, but because they like it 
right now. Hopefully, they keep liking it." 

If the success of fellow surf-toned outfits 
the Growlers and Hindu Pirates is any indica¬ 
tion, the genre is indeed regenerating. Semi- 
Si/i/eefthankfully remains on par with their 
previous work. Aside from "Tony's Song," 
standout tracks such as "Boardwalk" are 
heavy on beach bop and light on the heart. 

While Shaheen relentlessly claims that, 
offstage, they're your average grown-ups, 
the band members have been known to find 
time for mischief. In March, Tijuana Panthers 
were cajoled by the Growlers to sneak into a 
graveyard and set off mortars and fireworks 
during the South By Southwest festival in 
Austin. Shaheen assures us itwas done in 
the most respectful way possible.

DAN UBICK OF THE LIONS’ TOP PICKS

W hen people think of reggae music, Bob Marley 
usually comes to mind. But Dan Ubick—guitar¬ 
ist/producer of the Lions—acknowledges some 
possibly lesser-known names. While the band prep for 
Saturday’s show at Alex’s Bar in Long Beach, we ask Ubick 
to reflect on some of the musicians that inspired his band’s 
creation and sound. 



0 THE MIGHTY DIAMONDS 

They are probably one of 
the most famous Jamaican vocal- 
harmony groups. The blend of 
Tabby, Bunny and Judge’s [Donald 
Shaw, Fitzroy Simpson and Lloyd 
Ferguson, respectively] three 
voices is beautiful and has an unde¬ 
niable harmony. They each have 
such unique tonalities that sound 
so good together. Their most famous song, the one that most people 
would know, is “Pass the Dutchie,” but my favorite is “Diamonds 
and Pearls.” It has a great groove and lyrics about love making you 
wealthier than material possessions. The groove is just ridiculous in 
that song. 


□ THE ABYSSIN IANS 

They’re underrated and have genius- 
level originality. There is nobody in the 
world who sounds like the Abyssinians. 
Their vocal harmony is insane. Few people 
can even attempt to do it; they just twist and 
turn in ways that no other singers do. [Their 
sound] has the whole Ethiopian influence 
and spiritual influence. The way they twist 
their harmonies around melodies is unbe¬ 
lievable. My favorite songs by them are “Jah 
Love” and “Wicked Men” from one of my 
favorite records by them, Arise. It has great 
lyrics and that classic Abyssinian harmony 
that’s just beautiful.

0 THE HEPTONES 

[The Lions] got to work with the 
Heptones quite a bit, and we learned a lot 
from them. They’re one of the most famous 
groups from Jamaica, but not as many 
Americans know them unless they’re in 
the reggae scene. I would hope everybody 
listens to the Heptones. You shouldn’t say 
you know reggae unless you know the Hep¬ 
tones. Their song “Equal Rights” has lyrics 
so beautifully phrased: “Every man has an 
equal right to live and be free, no matter 
what color, class or race he may be.” Then 
there’s “Book of Rules,” used famously in 
the film Rockers. Barry [Llewellyn] sings it 
so beautifully. 


0 JUSTIN HINDS AND THE DOMINOES 

Along with Burning Spear, I think 
Justin Hinds has one of the most unique 
and strong voices in reggae. They have this 
one record called Travel With Love, and it 
features Bob Marley’s rhythm section, the 
Barrett Brothers, which is the most wicked 
rhythm section there is. There’s a song 
called “Book of History” from that album, 
and it’s a classic. 



□ THE GLADIATORS 

They are by far my favorite reggae 
group. They sing great harmonies, and 
most of them play instruments as well. 
They’re just incredibly unique. I could 
recommend about 17 songs by the Gladia¬ 
tors, but I’ll give you my top three: “Love 
and Meditation,” “Mix Up” and “Watch 
Out.” “Love and Meditation” is off their 
early Studio One record, and they all play 
the instruments. The bass line in that 
song and on that entire record is probably 
one of the coolest bass sounds I’ve ever 
heard. It’s so unique and funky. For their 
bass lines alone, I love the Gladiators.

The legendary Old Towne Orange bar gets a new crowd 

that’s driving out the ornery locals 


T here’s apparently a Chapman Uni¬ 
versity tradition that dictates seniors 
hit Paul’s Cocktails off the Orange 
Circle the morning of Graduation Day for a 
precommencement drink. That sure wasn’t 
around when I graduated from the private 
college in 2001 (nor was its infamous Undie 
Run, for that matter). And such a august 
ritual certainly doesn’t mesh with my Paul’s 
tradition: nearly getting into fights. 

Oh, I never sought them—they just came. 
One time, a cholo kept trying to hit me up, 
not content with me claiming a P.O. Box in 
Anaheim as my set. Another year, a lowlife 
out of Ask the Dusk had a problem with 
my pal and I talking in Spanish so early in 
the afternoon—if I remember correctly, 
he called us wetbacks, spies, beaners and 
wabs (and did I mention that the gabacho 
was darker than us light-skinned Mexis?). 
And I can’t remember the exact details of 
the third near-fight, except it involved a girl 
I once knew, a jealous boyfriend, how he 
once fainted when she broke up with him 
for me, and how I laughed about it at a din¬ 
ner party years before.

Everyone 
was talking and smiling, and I was half- 
tempted to use the old “This place is dead, 
anyways” line from Swingers on the Jeffs 
and the pols to get the hell out of there— 
just wasn’t our scene. So we did our double 
shots of Jameson, got in a cab and went to 
Memphis At the Santora for a nightcap. 

Places don’t stay the same, I understand. 
But oh, Paul’s, how I miss the old you. 
Chapman’s a great school, but it’s slowly 
turning the barrios and hoods around 
it into one giant, genteel kegger.
